He Discusses the Past and Present in 
His Best Style—Some Startling 
Suggestions. 


“United Ireland’s” Alarming Advice to 
‘the Parnellites—Points in British 
Politics Generally. 


LONDON, Sept. 17.—[Via Mackay-Bennett Ca- 


ble to The Tribune.}—Mr. Gladstone's mani- 
testo, which bas deen awaited with such ex- 
treme interest, will be issued in the form of an 
address to his constituents in Midlothian to- 
morrow. Iam able now to send the following 
account of it, which confirms my forecasts: 
The manifesto consists of twenty sections. It 
is an extremely sagacious and statesman-like 
discussion of the past and future in bis own 
best style. It shows a distinct recognition of 
the Radical advance. It begins with a request 
for the renewal of his constituents’ personal 
trust in him. He regards the future with 
cheerfulness. He says the arrears of legis- 
lation are due to Tory obstruction. He 
claims credit for the Afghan settlement, and 
says he found Afghanistan broken to pieces 
and left it friendly. By yielding the Trans- 
vaal he averted a war of the English and Ru- 
ropean races in South Africa. He challenges 
acontrary verdict. He traces all the trouble 
in Egypt to the policy of foreign intervention 
of which he has never ceased sirce 1876 to 
point out the danger. He advocates a with- 
drawal from Egypt at the earliest moment that 
honor permits, saying: 

I will admit we committed serious errors of 
judgment at great cost of treasure and precious 
lives in the Soudan. For none of these were 
we rebuked by the Opposition. Our responsi- 
bility for our mistakes cannot be questioned. 
They were the proper and certain consequence 
of undertakings against Nature and that lie 
beyond the scope of human means.“ 

He advocates dealing freely with the trans- 
fer of land, registration of titles, land taxation 
during the life of the holder and after his 
death. He opposes primogeniture and entails. 
He notes that the current is slowly setting in 
the direction of disestablishment, but believes 
the vitality of the church equal to ber needs, 
even atthis crisis. He is averse to pressing 
the Gratuitous Primary Education bill. 

THE IRISH QUESTION. 

On the Irish question he says: I cannot be- 
lieve the political genius of this nation’s illus- 
trious history will prove inadequate to the so- 
lution of the problem or permit embittered 
civil strife.- If such a strife should arise, the 
one may cast blame on the other, but the ver- 
dict of the civilizea world, I am convinced, 
will alike condemn both.“ 

Then follows a touch of true Gradstone ora- 

ry. Evidently alluging to Parnell, he says: 
believe history and posterity will consign 
to disgrace the name and memory of every 
man, on _whichevyer side of the channel he 
dwells, who, having power to promote peace 
and friendship, uses it for strife and enmity.”

The paper then discusses the probable re- 
sults of a French army landing in Limerick 
and a simultaneous Irish conflagration through- 
out England and attacks on the paiaces and 
banks of London. The article has created an 
unprecedented sensation, it being well known 
that proceedings of the kind outlined bave for 
a considerable time been advocated by infiu- 
ential leaders of the active section of the Na- 


tfonalists. The article is pronounced by loy- 


aliste a direct and open incentive to rebellion 
and treason to the crown. 

The editorial also confutes the charge of 
impotency of the Irish people, hints at a possi- 
ble national boycotting of English steamships, 
commercial travelera, Officiais, soldiers, and 
policemen, and warns Mr. Chamberlain to 
moderate his rancor towards Ireland. 

BRITISH POLITICS GENERALLY. 

Mr. John Morley, speaking at Hackney yes- 
terday, advised the landiords to embrace mod- 
erate proposals.

The Prospects for a Compromise, How- 
ever, Are Not Thought to Be 
' — Very Good. 


An Astonishing Move Oontemplated by the 
PresidentThe Cart-Wheel Dollar 
in New York. 


WasHinator, D. C., Sent. 17. —[Special, |— 
Congressman Warner of Ohio has arrived here 
to confer with the President and the Treasury 
authorities upon the subject of the compro- 
mise Silver bill. The bill nas been confidential- 
ly printed for the President. The bullion cer- 
tifcates are to be issued on the basis of the 
value of the silver bullion in goid on the date 
of issue. This recognizes gold as the measur- 
ing standard. The certificates are to be re- 
deemabie in lawſul money at the option of the 
holder or in bullion at the option of the Gov- 
ernment. They are to be a legal tender 
for citizens in all commercial relations 
with the Government, and for the banks and 
the Government in all their relations with each 
other, but are not to be a legal tender as be- 
tween one citizen and another. This latter 
qualification is the only limitation upon their 
legal-tender quality. The ratio of value of the 
silver bullion is to be determined in one of the 
following three ways: 

First—The value of the bullion for any given 
month is to be «fixed by the Secretary of the 
Treasury upon the basis of the average value 
of all the sales of bullion for the preceding 
month, according to the New York quotations 
or the quotations in London, preferably those 
in New York. 

Second—The price at which bullion will be 
taken any given day is to be determined by 
the mean price of the sales of bullion the pre- 
‘ceding day or the last preceding day on which 
sales were made in the New York market. 

Third—The price of bullion for any given 
day may be fixed by the mean price of the pre- 
ceding day, or the price for any given month 
may be determined by the average price for 
the preceding month in London, less in each 
instance the cost of transportation. 

Warner would prefer that the price sbould 
be fixed on the basis of the New York value, 
and is of opinion that the fluctuations in the 
price of bullion are so slight that the most 
practicable way would be to determine the 
value for a month at a time on the basis of the 
average value for the p ing month. The 
greatest difficulty has been to decide upon the 
legal-tender provisions of the bullion certifi- 
cates. The object has been to avoid all consti-

HOW DOES CARLISLE STAND? 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.—An evening 
paper bas the following: Representative 
Warner of Ohio is in the city today, having come 
here to see Secretary Manning and Treasurer 
Jordan about his proposed silver compromise 
bill. Mr. Warner has been consulting with all 
the prominent silver men be could reach, with 
the view of strengthening his proposition. The 
most important persons on both sides of the 
question are said, however, to stand in their 
original position, and the prospects for com- 
promise are not thought to be good. Both 
Mr. Bland and Mr. Reagan are quoted as de- 
claring their determination to stand by the 
Biand dollar uncompromisingly, and the anti- 
silver men say that President Cleveland has 
not altered his views in the least since writing 
his famous anti-silver letter shortly after his 
election. The prospect seems to be for a 
straight issue on both sides, and the 
outcome depends upon whether or not 
the Administration has received enough 
converts since the last session to 
put them in control of the House on that ques- 
tion, which, it is thought, will be most im- 
portant in the organization of the House, and 
in this respect Speaker Carlisle will be placed 
in an embarrassing position. There is no idea 
that he will meet with any opposition in bis 
canvass for the Speakership, and be will bave 
to decide as to the organization of the Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures Committee, which will 
have the silver question before it. According 
to the general custom, the old Chairmea who 
have served satisfactorily will be reappointed 
ut the heads of their respective committees. 
Thus Mr. Morrison will expect to go at the 
head of the Ways and Means, Mr. Randall's 
friends will claim for him the Appropriations 
Committee, and Mr. Biand will expect to 
be placed at the head of the Coinage, 
Weights, and Measures Committee. He 
will expect, also, that the committee 
will be organized according to his ideas, so that 
the silver men will be in control. Should his 
expectations be accomplished the silver men 
would have the reins in their own hands and 
the Administration would be defeatea at the 
outset. On the other band, if Mr. Carlisle 
should refuse to piace Mr. Biand in his old po- 
sition, or should organize the committees so as 
to take the power out of his hands, it would 
have the tendency to commit the House 10 the 
support of the Administration before any vote 
had been taken and to plunge it into a long | 
and exciting contest at once. In the face of 
these circumstances it is important to 
know what Mr. Carlisle's views on the ques- 
tion are. The silver men naturally reckon on 
bis being with them as opposed to the New 
York bankers, but it is understood that be has 
studied the question very carefully and is in- 
clined to think, with the President, that there 
is danger in the unlimited coinage of silver do- 
lars.

Representative Warner expressed 
the opinion today that Congress would pass a

The 
unusual demand of the banks for small bills is 
shown by the fact that since Sept. 1 more than 
$4,000,000 of the Sub-Treasury certificates is- 
sued under the law of June 8, 1872, bave been 
turned into the Sub-Treasury to be exchanged 
for small legal-tender notes. Formerly the 
banks used to send in tneir small notes and 


‘exchange them for certificates. 


THE DECLINE ABROAD. 

Lowpon, Sept. 17.—{Via Mackay-Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune.|—A reliable authority 
on money matters, as seen through British 
spectacies, yesterday said: ‘The fall in sil- 
ver, by its effect upon the trade with silver- 
using countries, and more particularly by the 
paralysis with which it has struck the great 
Lancashire industry, exercises a depressing in- 
fluence upon all markets. Should the paralysis 
continue the cotton manufacturers will be less 
inclined to buy cotton, and there may be, there- 
fore, a very considerable falling-off in the En- 
glish purchases of American cotton. Indeed, if 
the decline in the silver market and the markets 
dependent on it continues we must not be sur- 
prised to see a further recovery in New York 


sterlmg exchange. The American railroad | 


market is disquieting. There was a general 
impression here that we were about to witness 
a great rise. Accordingly there was a general 
rush to buy for the rise.

 SOCIETY.OF THE ARMY OF THE CUMBER- 


LAND. 

This forenoon the Society of the Army of 
the Cumberland held another business meet- 
ing, Gen. Sheridan in the chair. Gen. Bar- 
nett, Chairman of the Garfield Monument 
Committee, reported that the work of erecting 
a statue is making very satisfactory progress. 
The statue will be erected on Maryland circie, 
just west of the Capitol, at Washington. Less 
than $700 of the sum needed must be raised 
yet to build it. | 

The society elected the following officers for 
the coming year: President, Gen. P. H. Sher- 
idan; Secretary, Gen. Cist of Ohio; Treasurer, 
Gen. A. Fullerton of Missouri; Recording Sec- 
retary, Col. J. W. Steel. A Vice-President was 
also selected from each State. A proposition 
to select a Vice-President of the society from 
the regular army and another to represent the 
colored troops, after a brief discussion, was 
postponed indefinitly. 

It was decided to hold the néxt reunion in 
Washington, D. C., the time to be named by 
Gen. Sheridan, and to be about when the Gar- 
field Monument is completed ready for unveil- 
ing. Then Gen. Ben Harrison of Indiana will 
be the orator and Col. H. M. Duffield of Detroit 
the alternate. Gen. Stone of the Committee 
on Memoirs reported that the committee had 
completed arrangements to have the memoirs 
of the deceased members of the society 
published, and part of the work tor the 
next or seventeenth volume is now finished. 
The Grant resolutions will be duly inserted in 
that volume. Formal thanks were given Grand 
Rapids for hospitalities. A resolution was 
adopted recommending Congress to purchase 
the oil painting of Gen. Thomas painted by Mrs, 
Ranson, and requesting that the same be placed 
in the Capitol at Washington. The resolution 
also conveyed the thanks of the society to 
Senators Sherman and Voorhees for their gen- 
erous efforts in carrying out the request of the 
society when a similar resolution was intro- 
duced at a former meeting. This completed 
the formal business of the reunion. 
UNVEILING THE SOLDIERS’ AND SAILORS’ 

MONUMENT. 

Another important feature of the day’s pro- 
ceedings was the unveiling of the soidiers’ and 
sailors’ monument, just completed in this city, 
the first monumental fountain in honor of the 
Union soldiers ever erected. The ceremonies 
succeeded a grand procession in which our dis- 
tinguished guestse—the veterans, the sons of 
veterans, many companies of Michigan State 
troops, bands of music, and civic societies— 


took part. It was one of the largest and finest 


parades ever seen in our city. The monument 
was solemnly dedicated by the Grand Army of 
the Republic, which, under the lead 
of Past Department Commander Gen. B. 
R. Pearce of this city, used the ritual 


_ for that service for the first time in this State. 


Maj. O. W. Caikins of this city delivered the 
oration, which was a noble tribute to the he- 
roic dead. Hg spoke of the principles under- 
lying our Gdvernment from tne first settle- 
ments of the New England Colonies, and the 
Wars of the Revolution, of 1812, and of the 
Rebellion to establish the principles of justice, 
freedom, and the union of the States in one 
Nation. We learned from them patriotism, 
courage, and fidelity to the right, no matter 
what the cost. He said that, as a tribute to 
the nobie work of the 4,214 Michigan men this 
monument should be dedicated to their mem- 
ory. He then closed the address in the follow- 


ing terse and mgmorable sentences: 

Greece, Italy, France, yes, all nations, under all 
forms of government framed since the organiza- 
tion of government, have erected monuments to 
their heroes and in honor of great events. The 
Arch of Triumph, the Column Vendéme in Paris. 
the Arch of Constantine and Column of Trajan in 
Rome, and the Albert and Wellington Monuments 
in London, are notable instances. Rules 
change; forms of government change, but 
these memorial shafts never. May we not 
hope today that our form of government will last 
so long as monuments endure; so long as history 
records the struggle of Bunker Hul and Valley 
Forge, Shiloh and Appomattox. Most nations erect 
monuments to their great leaders; but today in 
this memoria] we recognize no one above another, 
and in ages hence, when every person here has 
been laid in his final resting-place, the stranger 
within the city’s gates or the prattiing child as it 
passes by may ask, Whose monument is that? 
and the response -will be, That monument 
was erected in honor of the soldiers of 
Kent County whose valor made it possibie for us 
to live today in this beautiful, peaceful, and pros- 
perous city, under the Stars and Stripes, a fitting 
emblem of @ union of States and a ~»nation’s 
authority. Not alone, however, to the soldiers 
who fought battles is the country indebted for 
victory. They who at home by voice, vote, and act 
susthined the Government, cared for the loved 
ones, caused steps to be taken which cul- 
minate today in the dedication of this 
splendid monument—the men whose grati- 
tude is spiendidly typified in the fountain 
symbol, the true sentiment of which is that 


80 long as grass grows or water runs the deeds of 


the soldiers will be kept fresh -and green in the 


| hearts of the people.“ These men, I say, were 


heroes, and deserve their full meed of praise; and 
the women, too, in the camp, in the hospital, and 
at home, by their prayers. their love, and 
tender care helped to win victories the 
world has yet to produce more heroic. 
This monument is erected in honor of the soldiers 
of Kent County, living and dead who have gone to 
their reward, but to those living it has a double 
significance. It stands for a Union restored, a 
people prosperous, united, happy, slavery dead, 
the equality of all men before the law, a Govern- 
ment of the people, and a just appreciation ef the 
services that made all these possible. 

The monument is of white bronze, thirty-four 
feet high, and the base of the structure is or- 


namented in appropriate designs, having me- 
daliion portraits of Lincoln, Grant, and Far- 
ragut, surrounded by flags and military de- 
vices, and above embrasures, from which pro- 
ject four miniature cannon on each face, 
trom which the chief jets of the fount- 
ain play. On this is placed the names 
of Fort Sumter,” jf Fort Donelson,” 
„Monitor and Merrimac,” New Or! 
eans,“ Atlanta.“. Torktowun., Fair 
Oaks,” Vieks burg,“ Appomattox, Mo- 
ile,“ Stone River, and * Port Royal bat- 
tles, in which Kent County soldiers took a 
prominent part, the date of each engagement 
being given underneath, thus giving the 
monument a historie value and significance. 
On the main face of the next section is a bas 
relief panel representing 15 wounded soldier 
lying on the field of battlä ministered to by 
one of the noble women of the sanitary com- 
mission, under the inscription: ‘“ Woman's 
Mission of Merey.“ This is said to be the first 
such monument in the United States which 
recognizes woman's work during the War.

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Sept. 17.—The National 
Mexican Veterans’ Association continued its 
sessioa today. ‘Lhe first business was the re- 
port of the Committee on Organization, as 
follows; For President, Gen. James W. Den- 
ver of Ohio; for First Vice-President, Gen. 
Mahlon D. Manson of Indiana; for Secretary, 
Col. A. M. Keneday, Washington, D. C.; for 
Treasurer, Capt. 8. V. Niles, Washington, D. 
C.; for Marshal, Maj. S. L. McFaddin of In- 
diana. A long list of Vioe- Presidents, two 
from each State, the same as last year, with 
a few exceptions, was reported, and the re- 
port was unanimously adopted. All the 
officers made brief speeches, returning their 
thanks for the bonor and pledging themselves 
to renewed efforts for the cause iu which they 
are all interested. A resolution indorsing Gen. 
Manson as a suitable mun to be appointed 
Pension Agent at this point in case the present 
incumbent is removed was adopted.

The President of the association was empow- 
ered to take charge of the resolutions concern- 
ing pensions and bring the subject thereof to 
the attention of the President and Congress at 
the earliest possible day. Resolutions were 
also adopted returning thanks to the citizens of 
Indianapolis.

Powell, chief of the geological surv 
who has been about a montb 8 geld. ne 
discovered out in New Mexico, near California 
Mountain, what he pronounces to be the oldest 
human habitauons upon the American Conti- 
nent. The mountains in this vicinity are cov- 
ered with huge beds of fava, in which the pre- 
historic man and his comrades had excavated 
square rooms, which were lined with a species 
of.piaster made from the lava, and in these 
rooms were found various evidences of quite 
an advanced civilization, among them a spe- 
cies of cioth made of woven hair, and a large 
number of pieces of pottery. In the sides of 
the rooms cupboards and shelves were ex- 
cavated. In one room, sticking out of the 
bare face of the wall, was a small branch of 
a tree. When this was pulled out it was 
found that there was a hollow space behind the 
Wall. Mr. J. H. Stephenson, Maj. Powell's as- 
sistant, broke this with a pick ana found a lit- 
tle concealed niche, in which was a small 
carved figure resembling a man, done up in a 
closely-woven fabric, which with the touch of 
the hand turned to dust. It was blackened and 
crisp like the mummy clothes of Egypt. In 
all, some sixty groups of these lava villages 
were found, there being about twenty houses 
in each group. The evidences of civilization 
were similiar, but removed by their crudity and 
evident want of skill a good deal from the 
articies found in the cliff-houses which have 
been so fully written up in the reports of the 
Geological Survey. Scientists await with a 
great deal of interest Maj. Powell 's report of 
these recent very important discoveries. 


DECISION IN THE ONTONAGON CASES. 

The Secretary of the Interior has made a 
decision in what are known as the Ontonagon 
land cases reversing the decision of the Com- 
missioner of the Land Office. The parties to 
the case, which is said to involve the posses- 
sion of several million doll ars“ worth of land in 
the Marquette district, Michigan, are Picard 
vs. Camens, Waketield vs. Longon, and Spies 
vs. Mohring. and the question at issue was the 
right of preémptors to locate upon lands cov- 
ered by private entries. In his decision the 
Secretary holds that the private entries and 
locations are not void, but voidable only for 
the want of restoration; that the pre- 
emptors are not admissible upon the lands; 
and thut the private eutries may be submitted 
to the Board of Equable Adjudication upon 
the filing within sixty days of petitions by the 
parties interested. :

Mr. Ford is a newspaper-man by 
profession. 

The Hon. John A. Kasson, ex-United States 
Minister to Berlin, is hereto make his report 
to the State Department. He will bein the 
city several days, and will then start for his 
home in lowa, if his health, which has pot 
been very good of late, will permit of his 
taking so long a journey. 

An interesting question has arisen as to who 
shall perform the duties of custodian of the 
Chicago Govérnment Building.

A recent occurrence in reference to 
the electric ligbt apparatus has, however, been 
made the pretext for a chauge. A commission 
was made out the day of Stiner’s appointmeut 
transferring these duties to him, the this com- 
mission was sent to Secretary Manning for 
signature. About this time it became evident 
that re was to be an early change in the po- 
sition of Collector of Customs, and for this 
reason the question of the custodiansbip has 
been temporarily postponed. 

First Assistant Postmaster-General Steven- 
son bas issued the following order: ä 

Hereafter postmasters furnished with box- rent 
stub books will retain the stubs of the said books in 
their respective offices for five years, subject to 
examination by inspectors and other authorized 
persons, after which the stubs may be disposed of 
as waste paper. Box-rent stub books with printed 
instructions to conform with this order wil! be fur- 
nished to date from Jan. 1, 1886, and the stubs of 
the books already furnished for the quarter com- 
mencing Oct. 1, 1886, will be filed by postmasters in 
their respective Offices, in compliance with this 
order, notwithstanding the printed instructions to 
the contrary. 

It is suid that Theodore Roosevelt intends to 
make his home in Dakota and become a candi- 
date for the Senate, in the event that North 
Dakota is admitted as a State this winter. 
Roosevelt has a large ranch on the Little Mis- 
souri, near Medora, a little towa on the North- 
ern Pacific Road, which the Marquis de Mores 
founded. Roosevelt has spent time enough in 
Dakova to establish his citizenship there three 
or four times over, as it only requires about 
six montbs’ residence to do that. About a 
year ago a little conference of €ditors and poli- 
ticians wus held at Bismarck, wnen the sub- 
ject of Roosevelt’s candidacy was discussed, 
with the result that ali parties agreed that, for 
the best interests of North Dakota and the 
harmonizing of ail the warring factions now 
so active, Roosevelt should be the first Sena- 
tor-elect from the new State if he would come 


there to live.

The Backbone of the Cleveland Strike 
Broken—Great Seareity of Nails 
in the Country. 


Suits Against a Bolline- Mill 
_ Oompany Settled Other Trade and 
5 Labor Notes. 
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Rock Sprinos, Wyo., Sept. 17.—|Special.]— 
Every white miner and laborer about the 
mines quit work this morning. There has 
been no disturbance, but the situation is 
Critical, The scene of the massacre pre- 
sents a dark picture, the Chinese 
Occupying freight cars and the troops 
camping near. The military orders are 
cautious, but will be rigidly enforced if there 
is a disorderly attempt. Gov. Warren arrived 
here this morning and met Chinese-Consul Bee 
and Gen. McCook. Warren was joined at 
Cheyenne by Government Directors Savage, 
Hanna, and Alexander. They met a committee 
of workingmen and began a private conference. 
on the result of the conference depends the 
question of a general outbreak along the 
Union Pacific, with the almost unavoidable con- 
comitants of riot and bloodshed. The future 
looks dangerous and dubious. 

‘Omana, Neb., Sept. 17.—/Special.|—A tele- 
gram received at Union Pacific headquarters 
here today from Rock Spfings, Wyo., reads: 
“Everything is quiet, but all the white men 
have quit work—miners, carpenters, and every- 
body else.“ Private telegrams ia other quar- 
ters state that the walkout was at the direct 
order of the Miners’ Union. 

At military headquarters telegrams from 
Gens. McCook and Williams, U. S. A., confirm 
the report of the general strike of the miners, but 
say that order has been maintained, owing to 
the presence of the troops. Gens. McCook and 
Williams will at once investigate the 
trqubie, jointly, with Chinese Consul Bee, 
and wholly irrespective of the Union Pacifié 
peonle, among whom Isaac H. Bromiley is said 
to be officiously intruding himself. Gen. Me- 
Cook says in a later dispatch that, although the 
miners have made no move toward disturb- 
ance of any kind, there is grave danger of an 
attempted outbreak. Gen. Howard, at Fort 
Omaha, reiterates his determination to use ex- 
treme measures if necessary to protect tne 
property of the road. 

Regarding the report received here to- 
day of the strike of all white miners 
at Rock Springs, Wyo., where the 
recent massacre of Chinese occurred, ang 
the possibilities of a generai strike on the 
Union Pacific Road, General-Manager Caliaway 
today said he did not know what action the 
company would take, but had too much faith 
in the employés of the Union Pacific to believe 
that they intend aiding the men responsible 
for the butchery at the Springs. Manager 
Callaway saye all grievances presented 
to him had _ received most respectful 
attention, and he was at all times ready to take 
up complaints and endeavor satisfactorily to 
adjust them. The suggestion, however, to ar- 
bitrate with a lot of men who murdered their 
fellow-empioyés and destroyed thousands of 
dollars worth of property, as to whether the 
company should keep them in its employ and 
discharge foremen and others driven away in 
defiance of law, sounded to him like asking the 
company to arbitrate on a question as to 
whether it or its employés own the property. 
He confessed that the coal department 
needed investigation and possible change, but 
this can be done only when the company is re- 
stored possession and management of its 
property. The company cannot negotiate 
under compulsion, nor the expediency of the 
employment of Chinese labor be considered 
under threats of murder and arson, The ap- 
proach of winter, be said, renders it of the 
utmost ) importance, not only to the company 
but to the entire country depending on it for 
coal supplies, that the miners at Rock Springs 
not engaged in the recent massacre should re- 
sume work. 


PEACE REIGNS AT CLEVELAND. 

CLEVELAND, O., Sept. 17.— [Special.] —Secre- 
tary King of the Police Board today addressed 
to President Chisbolm of the Cleveland Rolling- 
Mill Company the following note: 

lam directed bythe Board of Police Commis- 
sioners to request you to notify in advance his 
Honor, Mayor Gardner, and the Superintendent of 
Police as to the date at wiich you expect to re- 
sume work at your mills, or any of them in the 
Kighveenth Ward, the nature of the work you pro- 
pose to do, and the probable number of men you 
may employ. 

President Chisholm addressed his reply to the 
Mayor. It is as follows: 


You have in your possession a request from us, 
dated July 16, which appears to have been over- 
looked or disregarded by you. It is as follows: 

It is our desire to continue shipments of ma- 
terial now on hand, and for the peaceful perform-

STORE—SUARCITY OF NAILS BY REASON 
OF PROTRACTED STRIKES. 

Erte, Pa., Sept. 17.—/|Special.]—At 6 o’clock 
tonight the jury returned a verdict of guilty 
on ail the ten counts of the indictment for 
fraud and conspiracy against President Adam 
Brabender, who wrecked his bank and ruined 
thousands. The verdict was received with en- 
thusiasm among the swindled depusitors of all 
three burst banks. Had the verdict been 
otherwise a serious riot was inevitable—the 
victims being goaded to desperation. Bra- 
bender, who is Superintendent of a Sunday- 
school and a pillar of his church, says be has 
been sacrificed to the public clamor for a 
victim. He will be sentenced tomorrow. He 
is 70 years of age and very infirm. The jurors 
say his own admissions sealed his doom. 

Troy, N. Y., Sept. 17.— Special.] — The stove 
manutacturers met today and considered a de- 
mand by molders that the 14 per cent reduc- 
tion from their wages since last spring be now 
restored. it was decided to retuse the de- 
mand, the manufacturers claiming that the 
condition of business will not warrant a resto- 
ration of the previous scale. A strike may re- 
sult.

SOMERSET’S SCHEME, 


AN ENGLISH NOBLEMAN’S DEVICE FOR KILL- 
ING TiIMc—HE WOULD BE A JOLLY TAR 
AND ROAM THE SEA, WITH BLITHESOME 
LASSES AND ROARING BLOODS FOR con- 
PANY—A HILARIOUS VOYAGE BROKEN IN 
ON BY A RUTHLESS SHERIFF. 

New York, Sept. 15.— Tue Graphic prints the 
following: Not long ago there came to New 
York one of the most extraordinary-looking 
vessels that have entered this port since the days 
when Hendrick Hudson first sailed up through 
the Narrows in his ship, the Half Moon. Her 
name was the Tibernian, from London, and 
she belonged principally to Arthur, Lord Som- 
erset, son of the Earl of Devon. When the Ti- 
bernian had hitched up to a dook in Brooklyn 
the sailors and stevedores from the neighbbor- 
ing vessels came around to look at her. 
Ove old salt locked at her lines along 
the water and declared that she was one of the 
fastest yachts ever built. Ancther looked at 
her sides and stern, which presented long rows 


of square glass windows with white curtains 
on them, looking like the side of. a house, and 
said she was a hospital ship or a floating pho- 
tograph gallery: another examined her deck 
and saw her brass guns and other warlike im- 
piements and said that here at last was a regu- 
lar old-fashioned pirate Lke the ship ot Capt. 
Kidd, but the man who looked aloft at her 
half-bark, balf-junk rig, positively affirmed 
that she was built 200 years ago, Or earlier, and 
might be the Santa Maria of Columbus 
or the Mayflower of the Pilgrim Fathers. 
While her exterior reminded one ofa picture 
in a book on the early development of naval 
architecture, her interior presented the 
extraordinary contrast of a passenger steamer 
or yacht of the latest design. Her main cabin 
was elegantly fitted up with hardwood polish- 
ed floor and partiuons, costly cut-glass mir- 
rors, cherry-wood furnitare, polished brass 
cbhronometers and com 8. swinging wine- 
glass boiders, Turkish rues, heavy Turcoman 
curtains, and all iuxuries and ornaments to be 
found in a private drawing-room. The ’tween 
decks were fitted up with a large number of 
staterooms, each one larger and better fur- 
nished than any to be found on the best At- 
lantic liners. She was of 1. tons burden, 
witb a crew of twelve or fifteen men, and her 
captain, Jubel Kenneily, was a flerce-looking 
Southerner, who bad been a bilockade- 
runner during the War, and engaged 
in other half piratical enterprises. 
He also owned a share in the strange-looking 
craft. The career of the Tibernian was no less 
extraordinary thaa her appearance. Arthur, 
my Lord Somerset, a tall, blonde young man 
hardiy 30 years of age, was languidly reclining 
in nis London club one day a year ago, think- 
ing of the ennui and dullness of life in the ab- 
sence of excitement and adventure, when 
suddenly he conceived a brilhant idea. Re- 
membering that he had an interest in a craft 
called the Tibernian, built many long years 
ago as a transport ship by the East India Com- 
pany, he thought that if he loaded ber up with 
wines, liquors, and cigars, and gathering about 
bim a congenial company of lively spirits he 
migut sail out to go around the world and have 
a pleasant time for a year. Straightway hep 
consulted with a friend, wuo approved of the 
pian, and the future spread out before the 
two of them like the tail of a peacock ona June 
morning. The noble Lord ther ordered the 
ship to be in readiness, cabins built, etc., and 
set about getting the compauy together. He 
had a printer strike off a few notices, for pri- 
vate circulation among his friends, in which a 
description of the vessel Was given, with her 
course around the world, and £140 stated as the 
price for the passage. About twenty-five 
young bloods, who bad exhausted all the en- 
joyments of London lite and longed for sume- 
thing new, thought the scheme a good one and 
engaged passage on the Tibernian. An equal 
number of liveiy young women aiso engaged, 
and altogether the passenger-list showed about 
forty-five persons. Before the Vessel lefta buge 
cargo of the good things of this life was put on 
board, some of which, it bas since appeared, 
had not been paid for. The Tibernian sailed 
forth on the briny deep, and after recovermg 
from a short spell of sickness the passengers 
had a hilarious and lively time of it, and eu- 
joyed themseives mightily. Portuguese ports 
were visited and additional supplies of eatables 
and drinkables taken on, and then the Ti- 
bernian crossed the Atlantic. She went to 
Demerara and other points in South America, 
cruised leisurely among the West Indies, ana 
wherever the ship went the passengers painted 
the town red. She went to New Orleans in 
time for the Exposition, and remained there 
many weeks, while the Englishmen’ and their 
friends enjoyed themselves on shore. A 
mutiny then broke out among the 
female passengers, who began quarrel- 
ing among themseives, and many of them 
witb some of the men were left on land, while 
the vessel sailed for New York. Before 
coming she took on a cargo to help pay ex- 
penses, which was discharged at Brooklyn. and 
the young men, getting tired of their fun, re- 
solved to give up the rest of thetrip. This 
decision was hastened by the arrival of a Dep- 
uty Sheriff and the seizure of the vessel for 
debt and the arrest of the nobie Lord at the 
head of the expedition. He was quickly. re- 
leased, however, and immediately brought suit 
against a Brooklyn paper that said his cruise 
was gotten up tor immoral purposes. The 
Captain went to London and nearly ali the 
claims against the ship were settied. The Ti- 
bernian then came to Pier 14, East Kiver. Her 
cabins were taken out and a general cargo put 
in for Australia, whither she sailed a few days 
ago. The noble Lord disembarked and started 
West to test the shooting in the Yellowstone 
Valley, where, perhaps, he still remains. While 
here 700 boxes of unconsumed wines and sey- 
enty casks of liquor, worth altogether $5,000 or 
$6,000, were taken out of the ship and sent 
beck to London,

OF FIVE SUBURBAN POSTMASTERS. 

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.— [Special. 
Congressman Lawler today called upon First 
Assistant Postmaster General Stevenson and 
secured five removals of offensive partisan 
Postmasters in the vicinity of Chicago. At 
Central Park, M. P. Griffin was appointed; at 
Washington Heights, Oscar F. Hedrich; at 
Western Springs, William M. Thatcher; at 
Homewood, Henry Mcecker; and at Brighton 
Park, Nathan Larney. These are ail cases in 
which complaints were filed early in March. 
Lawler had prepared a list of more than a 
dozen of these suburban post-offices, in which 
he desired immediate changes, but whe.

Bacon is responsible. Collector Hedden had 
evidently forgotten that whea Weigber Bacon 
inquired at the Coilector’s office two or three 
weeks ago on what ground bis resignation was 
asked, he was told that there were no charges 
against him. Mr. Sterling received bis com- 
mission Wednesday, and it was uuderstood 
that he would begin the performance of his 
duties, A Brooklyn man, who has known Mr. 
Sterling for several years, said of him yester- 
kay: His appointment is a satire on Presi- 
dent Cleveland’s avowed policy of running 
Government offices on business principles.

TOPICS FOR BANKERS. 

At a conference in New York of the officers 
of the American Bankers’ Association today 
the Secretary's draft of the program was com- 
pleted prior to the opening ot the headquar- 
ters of the convention at the Grand Pacific Ho- 
tel, Chicago, Saturday. A larger number of 
speakers than usual have announced to the 
Executive Council their intention to be pres- 
ent and their desire to speak on some 

the numerous practical topics which 

be brought up, and it is al- 
suggested that the convention 

sbould be prolonged, if possible, for another 
day ortwo. Among the reports those of the 
Committees on Panics and on Auxiliary Mem- 
bership are attracting great interest. It is 
proposed to favor the deveiopment of an espr.t 


de corps among bank clerks by organizing the 


most meritorious and successful cierks in con- 
nection with the association, and by giving 
them facilities for examination and promotion 
which, it is hoped, will, with other 
safeguards, tend to check many of the 
causes of defaication an will promote 
one of the great objects of the convention—the 
conferring of stabiiity and strengtb upon every 
department of the banking system of the coun- 
try. Mr. John J. P. Odeli, Chicago: James H. 
Tripp, Marathon, N. T.; J. 8. Barret, Louis 
ville; Clinton McClarty, Louisville; and cther 
men are announced to speak on the banking 
and currency system in its r-Jation to com- 
mercial revulsions and their mischievous 
effects upon commerce and industry, the 
public wealth, and the general 
progress of the Nation. The chief topic of the 
first day—the stoppage of silver-dollar coinage 
—is to be discussed by the Hon. E. G. Spalding, 
Buffalo; the Hon. Edward 8. Lacey, Michigan 
(recently a member of the Committee on Coin- 
age and Currency); J. R. Anderson, Tennessee; 
J. H. Roop, Pennsylvania; and others. Next 
to the suspension of the coinage of the silver 
dollar prominence will be given to the 
more recent facts in regard to the 
continued purchase of silver by the 
Treasury. In France the associated 
banks and bankers. have considered some 
aspects of this subject, and the results of their 
investigations will, it is hoped, be given to the 
convention, with the later views of-bankers 
and economists in other European countries. 
Another aspect of the discussion will relate to 
efforts making to establish a union among the 


various nations of this continent which shall 


include the United States, Brazil, Chili, and 
other South American nations, and shall provide 
for an international coinage under somewhat 
similar regulations to that of the Latin union. 
This point has rather been urged witha view 
to showing Congress that it sbouid, at the 
coming session, stop the coinage of the silver 
dollar, which has gone, it is claimed, as far as 
can safely be allowed, and should make a 


| thorough inquiry by a commission of compe- 


tent men before adopting any new pol cy in 
regard to further purchase of silver. 
The second day will commence with the 
discussion of the extradition laws and their 
effects. Addresses are expected from Judge 
L. P. Poland, Vermont; Wasbington B. Win- 
iams, New Jersey: E. K. Olmstead, New York: 
C. C. Bonney, Chicago; and others: and a me- 
morial to Congress on the subject, to be brief 
and comprehensive. The next topic—that of 
defalcations, and the best means of check- 
ing and preventing them—will be dis- 
cussed by several bank officers of 
great experience and by Prof. Albert 8. Bolles, 
Pennsylvania. W. P. Drew, National Bank Ex- 
aminer, Philadelphia, will also give important 
information, after which Mr. A. W. Blye of 
New York will present an extremely important 
method for solving the familiar difficulties 
in connection with a clearing-house for 
the collection of out-of-town checks. 
Une of the closing subjects will be 
the rapid expansion of the finance and com- 
merce of the West, with its dangers and safe- 
guards. The historical sketch of tne progress 
of banking throughout the country will ex- 
hibit the evidenee supporting the belief which 
is now growing among bankers that the reac- 
tion from the recent panic has made hopeful 
progress during the last year. 

REMOVE GRANT’S REMAINS TO WASHINGTON. 

Ex-Senator J. B. Chaffee, whose daugbter 
married U. 8. Grant, Jr., said today- The 
citizens of New York will never contribute a 
miilion doliars for Grant’s monument. Let his 
remains be removed to Washington, and 
the money could be raised inside of 
thirty days. I would guarantee that the 
State of Colorado would give more to the fund 
than the whole State of New York, rich as she 
is. The people of the country do not believe 
that New York is the proper piace for the Gen- 
eral's tomb, and they will not contribute for 
the monument for that reason, beiieving that 
the burial site must ultimately be changed. 

Is that idea still agitated?’’ 

* Yes, it is, and I think it will be successfully 
earried out. When Congress meets steps will 
be taken to obtain Mrs. Grant's consent to the 
removal. Ido not think that it will be hard to 
get, and as soon as she does consent the change 
will be made at once.“ 

„But what of the General’s message to Col. 
fred, indicating a preference to New York as 
‘the city that. befriended him in the time of 
his need? 
©* All stuff; I don’t believe be ever wrote 
such a message. I talked with the General 
on the subject before his death, He never 
even so much as mentioned New York. His 
preferences were West Point, Washington, or 
Galena.

When President Smith and 
bis followers found that the courts 
would not interfere, they quietly abandoned 
the fight and allowed J. P.erpont Morgan to 
run the election in his own way. Mr. Morgan 
voted on a very large block of Northern Pacific 
stock, including 120.000 shares of Ore- 
gon & # Transcontinental trust stock. 
Mr. Morgan’s way of running the elec 
tion was to reélect all of the old 
directors. The checking off. of proxies was 
not completed this afternoon, and the official 
vote wili not therefore be announced until to- 
morrow forenoon. It was estimated tonight 
that about 100,000 shares of stock had been 
voted. There was only one ticket in the field. 
As a sort of compromise with the Elijah Smith 
faction Mr. Morgan offered a resolution, which 
was adopted, providing that there should be no 


new construction except such as could be paid 


out of the available assets. No additional 
floating debt is to be created.

SLAIN BY APACHES. 


THE TERRIBLE FATE OF SIX PEOPLE IN 
NEW MEXICO. 

Santa Fz, N. M., Sept. 17.—During the last 
ten days the Apaches have murdered six citi- 
zens in Grant County, as follows: A rancher,

At the time Bishop Oberly was ap- 
pointed Inspector of Indian Schools there 
was much complaint among IIlinois Demo-

| something back of it not apparent on the 


face. They find it impossible to see why a 
man like Bishop” Oberly should prefer a 
difficult position at $3,000 a year to an easy 
one at 87,000. Such crities forget that Mr. 
Oberly abandoned the Democratic machine 
about four months ago, and has since been 
engaged in his philanthropic labors among 
the Indians. Surrounded by new influences, 
why should not Mr. Oberly be already a 
changed man in respect to his ambitions and 
sentiments? Since the Democratic spoils

SHERMAN’S KEPLY TO HOADLY. 

Senator Sherman is presenting the issue of 
the suppressed Republican vote of the South 
before the people in a manner which is mak- 
ing him disliked by the Democrats. The 
sneers, denials, and evasions of Hoadly do 
not move him from his position. , In his lat- 
est reply to that gentleman he sweeps away 
Hoadly’s arguments as if they were cobwebs 
and presses his charges with even more direct- 
ness and emphasis than before. These are 
substantially that the Solid South has ob- 
tained the controlling power in politics by 
force on the one hand and fraud on the 
otber; that 6,000,000 people are practically 
deprived of their political rights guaranteed 
them by constitutional amendments made 
after the War which secured their personal 
independence; and that the promoters of 
this wrong, as a reward of their crime, enjoy 
increased political power over an equal 
number of people in the North. For in- 
stance, 10,000 Rebels and Democratic 
voters in Mississippi elect a member of Cor 
gress when it requires 30,000 in Ohio to se- 
cure the same representation. There was a 
difference in 1880 of 51,245 between the vote 
of Wisconsin and North Carolina, and yet. 
they have the same representation; of 63,738 
between Arkansas and Minnesota in the 
same year, and yet they have the same rep- 
resentation. In 1884 Florida cast a total 
vote of 59,800 and New Hampshire a total 
vote of 84,566, and yet each of these States 
has two Representatives and four Elect- 
oral votes. South Carolina and Kansas have 
the same Congressional and Electoral repre- 
sentation, and yet in 1884 South Carolina 
cast 92,860 votes and Kansas 265,574, sLow- 
ing a difference ot 172,514 in favor of Kan- 
sas, and also showing upon this basis that 
South Carolina has four more Congressmen 
than rightly belong to her. 

This unjust discrimination in favor of the 
Southern States could not exist unless there 
were enough Republican votes suppressed to 
account for the discrepancy in the number 
entitiing to representation. Ten thousand 
voters in Mississippi could not have the same 
political power as 30,000 voters in Ohio were 
not 20,000 other voters cheated out of their 
rights. One Rebel soldier could not have the 
voting power of three Union soldiers were 
not the votes of two other Union men sup- 
pressed. If the vote in the South is fair and 
free, as Hoadly claims, then several of the 
Northern States, in comparison with the 
representation of the Southern States, are 
cheated out of the full number of Congress- 
men and Electoral votes to which they are 
entitled. There is but one other alternative, 
and that is, these Southern States have more 
Congressmen and Electoral votes than they 
are entitled to. The Democrats may take 
either horn of the dilema. It does not help 
them, In either case the alternative shows 
they have gained control of power by a gross 
‘fraud. 

If there is a fair and free vote in the 
South, what has become of the thousands of 
votes that were cast in these States ten or 
fifteen years ago? There are always varia- 
tions in the votes of States, but voters do not 
disappear by thousands nor are there thou- 
sands lost at general elections. Louisiana 
gave Grant 71,663 votes and Blaine 46,347. 
Alabama gave Grant 90,272 and Blaine 59,- 
444. Mississippi gave Grant 82,175 and 
Blaine 43,509. South Carolina gave Grant 
72,290 and Blaine 21,733. Here is a differ- 
ence of over 155,000 Republican votes in 
four States alone. Where have they gone if 
there is a fair and free election? Are 
the Republican voters dying m those 
States by tens of thousands? Are 
they so indifferent to their newly- 
acquired rights that they do not care to ex- 
ercise the highest of them all—that of 
suffrage? If there has been no intimidation, 
no fraud, no violence practiced in these States, 
why do not these thousands of voters vote? 
If they do not vote the Republican ticket, 
why do they not vote the Democratic? Will 
some Democrat explain this puzzling prob- 
lem? If there is a fair and free vote in Mis- 
sissippi, for instance, why is it that the Re- 
publican State Committee only last week re- 
solved to hold no convention, assigning as 
the cause the impossibility of having a free 
vote or a fair count ? 

Senator Sherman’s position is based upon 
facts, and the only valid answer to him is to 
show that his averments are not true. Until 
that is done the South stands arraigned for 
the suppression of free suffrage, and all the 
sneers and quibbles and evasions of Demo- 
cratic organs and orators fall harmless. The 
arraignment remains. It is nota War issue 
but a vital one of today, and it must be met 
and settled by the péople of this country. It 
would be cowardly: and dangerous to con- 
done it, still more cowardly to acquiesce in 
it without protest. The people of the North 
will no longer submit to the injustice of

The Prohibitionist stool-pigeon in Ohio, 
the Rey. Dr. Leonard, who, it will be re 
membered, took his ale on toast on the end 
of a log at camp-meeting, with a picket thrown 
out to advise him of the approach of any of 
the brethren, is meeting with sharp criti- 
cism from such prominent Methodists as 
Bishop Merrill, Dr. Buckley, Dr. Warren, 
Dr. Hatfield, and Dr. Curry, the editor of 
the Methodist Review. Dr. Hatfield, in a re- 
cent article scoring those who demand prohi- 
bition or nothing, among whom Leonard 
is to be classed, says: : 

If these wild schemes could be carried into 
operation it requires no propbetic vision to 
anticipate some of the results. Whisky would 
be so cheap that a toper could drink himselr 
into a state of more than beastly drunkenness 


for two or three cents. Grog-shops would be ten 
times as numerous as they now are. Towns and 


counties would lose the protection now secured 


them by local option. The land would be del- 
uged by drunkenness and debauchery an 
extent of which we can hardly form a con p- 
tion. Decent men would be driven to combine 
for a system of license and regulation, and we 
should probably hear little more of prohibition 
for a generation to come. 
cdnsider these things. 


Dr. Curry, as we have said, the editor of 
the Methodist Review, has an article in the

sight of the of temperance ism, 
there is a constant liability that it may be 
made to suffer from the sence and super- 
serviceableness of a whole swarm of hangers- 
on—some of them simply cranks seeking 
notoriety, and some charlatans and mounte- 
banks, with their own selfish and often disrep- 
utable purposes to serve. 

In the last sentence of the above extract 
Dr. Curry has aptly described just such 
tanatical and hypocritical charlatans as 
Leonard, St. John, and other leaders of that 
party which demands either prohibition or 
nothing, and ing in the first give their 
influence and yotes to the party of free 
whisky. It was this class of impracticables 
who helped the saloon interests in the larger 
towns of Wisconsin last Tuesday to carry the 
day for low license, and thus increase the 
area of drinking and the number of drunk- 
ards. These men of the Leonard stamp are 
not working for prohibition, for they know 
that that issue is hopeless. In blind revenge 
they are working in the interest of the party 
of free whisky. If they cannot have pro- 
hibition, rather than support the principle of 
high license, which in every case has dimin- 
ished the number of saloons and conse- 
quently has lessened the evils of intem- 
perance, they give their support and 
their votes to the party which is in favor of 
increasing the number of saloons and making 
whisky cheap. They are not working to 
keep men from drinking, but to induce people 
to vote a ticket which represents personal in- 
temperance and the unrestricted and untaxed 
right to sell and drink liquor. They are 
working in the capacity of agents and stool- 
pigeons for a party which advocates the sup- 
pression of the privilege of taxing the liquor 
traffic which belongs to the State, and which 
is its only legal remedy in the premises. 
This is the position which Leonard occupies. 
He is Hoadly’s stool-pigeon, and that his 
brethren in the church object to his position 
as a political blower and striker for the party 
of free whisky, while still occupying a place 
in its pulpit, is not to be wondered at. Itis 
not the good old Methodist way of saying 
men from sin to provide them with the 
amplest opportunities of indulging in it. 


LAWLER AND THE IROQUOIS. 

The Hon Frank Lawler, M. C., has been 
giving the President ‘‘a bit of his alleged 
mind” once again. He did it tersely, em- 
phatieally, and directly, in utter contempt of 
Mr. Cleveland’s professions of devotion to 
civil-service reform. Lawler wants an office 
for a Democratic worker in a Democratic dis- 
trict. The same office is claimed by several 
of the ‘*‘ better-element”’ politicians who live 
in Republican districts. The latter, as Law- 
ler believes, are too high-toned” to live 
among their political brethren.

The Dem- 
crats of that region mot only did all the hur- 
rahing, parading, torchlight bearing in 
hopor of Cleveland, but they also broke up 
Blaine meetings, they fix registries, they 
bulldozed at the poils, they di& most of the 
ballot-boxing. They were early t their posts 
and some of them voted often. Lawler’s 
district was the only one in Northern IIIinois 
in which Cleveland had a majority. Where 
the mugwumps and the “better element 
reside Cleveland was in a miserable minority. 
If the zealous services of Lawler’s constitu- 
ents were so gladly accepted last fall why 
are they not rewarded now? Why is their 
devotion not recognized while Manning, Pills- 
bury, Hubert Thompson, Mullen, and others 
like them have been richly recompensed, 

Cleveland’s ingratitude to Lawler’s con- 
stituents is aggravated by the ample bounty 
he has bestowed on the silk-stockings of 
the party. Judd, Stone, and Marsh have 
taken big plums, and have divided the little 
ones in their gift among the better ele- 
ment.”

Jumbo was beyond question the most fa- 
mous animal in. the world, and, not to speak 
it ironically, his taking off leaves a vacancy 
that cannot easily be filled. There aré many 
other elephants, but not another Jumbo. His 
fame was international, ang already the par- 
ticulars of his death have been sent across 
the ocean and published in the newspapers of 
two continents. Of all the famous men now 
living there are few who codld receive in the 


hour of death the amount ol obituary notice 


and eulogy that is now freely lavished on the 
elephant Jumbo, Jumbo held a large space 
in the public eye, and in the circus and on 
the parade he was always followed by the 
admiring gaze of thousands. For years he 
was the chief object of interest in the zodlog- 
ical gardens in London, and the Queen and 
the people mourned when Jumbo left En- 
gland to make the grand tour in this country 
from Mexico to Winnipeg. Jumbo died in 
the fullness of his fame, and the hundreds 
of thousands who have gazed with admira- 
tion on his giant form will lament the igno- 
ble end of this king.of beasts. 

Jumbo met with applause and admiration 
throughout his life, and only good will be 
spoken of him now that he is dead. Jumbo 
was docile even beyond the reputation of his 
kind, and delighted to bear children on his 
back and perform his antics for the amuse- 
ment of vast crowds. With more than an 
elephant’s strength he had the gentleness of 
u lamb. He had always the best of care, 
since he appealed to the kindness of his 
keepers, and it was known that $300,000 of 
value would vanish when. Jumbo’s heart 
ceased to beat. Rated even by the money 
standard Jumbo had a value far beyond that 
of ordinary men. When sick he was care- 


fully sent for a police officer, 


tached toYumbo. There is something pecul- 
lar in the universal interest mankind take in 
elephants, and of all this tribe Jumbo was 
the chief. Some zodlogists of high reputa- 


tion contend that elephants really constitute 


the missing link,” and in reasoning power 
and intelligence stand nextto man. They 
assert that the interest all classes of people 
take in elephants is un instinctive recognition 
of the fact that they stand nearest to mankind 
in the scale of intelligence. Some very

A REPORT comes from Washington that 


| the coinage of silver dollars is to be stopped 


by the Secretary of the Treasury, on the 
ground that there is no specific appropriation 
for the work. The provision of the act of 
Feb. 28, 1878, relating to the subject is as fol- 
lows: 

And the Secretary of the Treasury is authorized 
and directed to purchase, from time to time, sil- 
ver buliion, at the market price thereof, not less 
than $2,000,000 worth per month nor more than 
$4,000,000 worth per month, and cause the same to 
be coined monthly, as fast as so purchased, into 
such dollars; and a sum sufficient to carry out 
the foregoing provision of this act is hereby ap- 
propriated out of any money in the Treasury not 
Otherwise appropriated. 


The powers here given extend, according to 
some Treasury Officials, only to the purchase 
of silver bullion, and do not include the ex- 
penditure needed for coining it into dollars. 
We do not believe that Secretary Manning will 
adopt such a perverted and narrow view of the 
matter. It is a well-established principle of 
law that authority todo any act includes the 
use of the means necessary to accomplish it; 
and authority to coin a certain amount of sil- 
ver monthly into dollars would be nugatory 
unless it carried with it authority to incur the 
necessary expenses of the coinage.—New York 
Sun.

Like Kusaie, it con- 
talus remarkable prehistoric ruins, and thirty 
years ago it had a population of 15,000 souls. 
At the present time, owing to recent ravages 
of smali-pox, there are only 2,000. These, 
however, are well-to-do and flourishing, and 
they are noted for their intelligence and phys- 
ical beauty. Other islands are republics, 
elective despotisms, and federations of petty 
princedoms, bt upon the whole none are so 
prosperous as obligarchical Ponapé.

LANCASTER, Ont., Sept. 17.—Tuesday even- 
ing D. M. McCrimmon, Postmaster at South 
Lancaster, C. J. Woods, and Charles Dickson of 
this place left the south shore of Lake St. Fran- 
cis in a yacht for Lancaster. The vessel was 
struck by a squall and capsized. The three 
men succeeded in seating themselves on the 
bottom of the boat and called loudly for help.

San FRancrsoo, Cal., Sept. 17.—[Special. |— 
The unexpected advance of two cents per pound 
in the price of sugar in this market announced 
simultaneously by the Spreokeis California Re- 
finery and the opposition American Refinery 
Tuesday e universal surpriee and some 
sharp criticism. Such a radical change in an 
article of such steady value could not be called 
to mind by the oldest inhabitant. Until within 
& year or two it was the policy to keep prices 
here about twocents per pound above the New 
York market. Tnis was the tariff on sugar by 
rail between the two cities, and kept out im- 
portations in that way, though some candy 
large don 
sumers imported supplies by water, saving 
at least one cent. per pound. Fortwo years 
there bas been much cutting ot freight tariffs 
on overland roads, and it was found to be un- 
safe to keep up the difference of two cents be- 
tween prices here and at New York. Gradual- 
ly all differences in prices were wiped out, and 
several times during the current year the same 
grade of sugar has sold in this market at less 
value than in New. York, while .a still iower 
price has been accepted for distant trade 
rather than have that trade supplied by New 
York refiners. Since the issuanceof the joint 
circular raising the price two cents per pound 
the California Refinery has made a reduction of 
one-half cent, and it is presumed that the Amer- 
ican will do likewise. The real advance is, 
therefore one and one-half cents per pound, 
which, however, is anough to create consterna- 
tion among large consumers. A leading stock- 
holder of the American Refinery denies that a 
combination with Spreckels has been formed. 
Another prominent wholesale grocer said that 
Spreckels, knowing that the contracts of the 
American Refinery with Hawaiian planters, 
which will enable that concern to control the 
market, will not go into effect until January, 
prepared the increased schedule of prices, 
which his rivals were obliged to adopt as a mat- 
ter of temporary self-protection. 

San FRANC1s00, Cal., Sept. 16.—[Special.|— 
The public yesterday were afforded a surprise 
in the shape of a sudden advance in the price 
ofsugar. Both the refineries, the California 
(Spreckles) and the American (alleged anti- 
monopoly), without note of warning made an 
advance in every grade of two cents a pound. 
The refiners try to excuse their action by say- 
ing that there has been a general advance at 
the East and aun over the world, due to the 
prospective shortage of the beet-sugar crop and 
other causes. They deny that a combination 
has been made to put up prices.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Sept. 17.—The following 
is an official statement of the action taken by 
the Government in regard to the epidemic of 
smali-pox threatened from Canada; 

The alarming increase of swall-pox in Canada 
induced the Government to take early action in the 
matter, and last month, on the request of the Gov- 
ernor of the State of Michigan, inspectors were ap- 
pointed to board trains in Canada before crossing 
the Detroit and St. Clair Rivers, opposit Detroit 
and Port Huron, respectively. This action was 
taken to ald the State of Michigan until the State 
appropriation shall have become available, which 
will be the 17th inst. In regard to the prevention 
of the introduction of the disease by rail into 
Maine. New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachu- 
setts, and Northern New York, no action has 
yet been taken by the department, but inspectors 
will immediately be appointed to board trains on 
the requisition of Governors of the respective 
States immediately interested, or of any one of 
them. The Secretary of the Treasury is deter- 
mined that no delay shall be properly chargeable 
to the Government in caking the necessary action. 
Each commanding Officer of the revenue cutters 
plying on Lake Ontario and the St. Lawrence River 
has this day been ordered to cruise actively for 
the purpose of watching the introduction of refa- 
gees and their baggage by merchant vessels on the 
lake and river, and immediately report such vessel 
to the nearest local authority. For the protection 
of the revenue cutters, the commanding officer of 
each cutter has been directed to proceed with his 
crew to the nearest marine hospital station for the 
purpose of having them vaccinated. Fresh vaccine 
matter has been forwarded from the Marize 
Hospital Bureau to all marine hospital stations on 
the lakes and Atlantic seaboard. 

MONTREAL, Que., Sept. 17.—Dr. McNerce, 
Assistant Health Officer, was informed yester- 
day that there was a case of small-pox in an 
eating-house. On proceeding there with an 
omcer the occupants would not allow him to 
He forced an entrance, and saw six 
men eating their meals, andina room adjoip- 
ing found a lad down with a bad case of small- 
pox. The boy was removed toa hospital, and 
the doctor discovered that the boy’s father was 
sitting on a jury in the Court of Queen’s Beach 
in a murder trial. Going to court he exposed 
the man, and the Judge discharged the jury. 
The Sheriff discharged the man from further 
attendance. The court adjourned, and the 
health officers disinfected the building. A 
larger number of cases than those authenti- 
cated occur daily. 

The Health Officer reports thirty-five deaths 
from small-pox yesterdav. 

ToronNTO, Ont., Sept. 17.—Another case of 
small-pox was reported to the Health officer to- 
day trom North Toronto. The case is that of 
Mies Featherstone, who left Montreal Saturday 
evening last. A case is also report at Port 
Hope. 

LONDON, Sept. 17.—The small-pox has made 
its appearance at Elsinore, and the garrison at 
that post has been removed. Official orders 
have been issued providing for the vaccination 


of everybody in the district. 


YELLOW-FEVER. 

GUAYMAS, Mexico., Sept. 17.—Yellow-fever 
is increasing. There have been 129 cases since 
Sept. 1; twenty-nine of them fatal. The dis- 
ease has appeared at Hermosilio and Mazatlan. 
Quarantine bas been established at Nogales, 
The heat is excessive.

A FALLEN PRIEST. 


HE IS PLACED ON TRIAL FOR IMMORALITY 
A SCORCHING LETTER FROM THE OF- 
FICIAL PROSECUTOR, 

OsweEGco, N. T., Sept. 17.—(Special.]—The 
ecclesiastical trial of Father O’Connell, pastor 
of St. John’s Roman Catholic Church in this 
city, on the charges of conspiracy with the de- 
faulting City-Treasurer Crawford, and also of 
eriminal intimacy with Crawford’s sister, bas 
created unprecedented excitement in Catholic 
circles. Recent local papers published 
charges, supposed to have been inspired by 
Father O'Connell, declaring that Father Waisb, 
the official prosecutor of the case, had resorted 
to extraordinary and unfair means to secure 
a conviction, and that he had displayed 
a vindictive spirit throughout. Today 
Father Walsh replies to the charges 
in a published letter addressed to 
Father O'Connell. Father Walsh expresses re- 
gret at the pastor’s associations and his free 
use of newspapers for ventilating the pro- 
ceedings ot the trial, which was conducted 
under the injunction of secrecy. The letter 


closes as foliows: 

Because I fotied you and your partners at your 
own game and exposed your tricks, now to be 
avenged you charge me with vindictiveness and 
sundry preposterous irregularities. Your condi- 
tion is, indeed, excessively. pitiable, for, blinded by 
malignant passion unworthy a priest, and egged on 
to your doom by interested and dangerous asso- 
ciates, you are anticipating your conviction and 
dealing blows to rzligion from which it will reel for 
many aday. Out of my heart do I pity you, rec- 
ognizing the depth to which you have fallen, and 
pray that your eyes may be opened to the error of 
your ways. 

All the papers in the case have been sub- 
mitted to the Bishop, and his decision may be 
expected soon. The case of Father O'Connell 


is attracting attention all through the State. 


THE FIRE RECORD. 


A $50,000 BLAZE AT ELMIRA—AN ELEVATOR 
BURNED—DISASTROUS FLAMES NEAR BIS- 
MARCK, DAK.

Metzger & Sons’ packing-house was destroyed 
by fire yesterday. The loss is estimated at 
$50,000; insurance $45,000. 

PRORIA, III., Sept. 17.—[Special.]—The ele- 
vator of Samuel White, at Dunlap, a village in 


this county, on the Rock Island Read, with 
6,000 bushels of grain, was destroyed by an 
incendiary fire this morning. 

The cooper-shop of Thomas Edds, at Pekin, 
was destroyed by fire this morning, believed to 
be of incendiary origin. Ine stock in the 
building was also consumed, with all the toola 
used by the seven coopers employed. The loss 
is $3,500, on which there is $2,500 insurance. 

MARSHFIELD, Wis., Sept. 17. —|Special.|—A 
fire at Spencer, eight miles north of this city, 
totally destroyed eight business buildings in 
the main part ot the town. Loss about $8,000, 
with only $1,000 insurance. Thisis the third 
fire at Spencer within four months, and nearly 
all the insurance policies were previously car- 
celed. The fire is thought to have been of in- 
cendiary origin. 

BisMAkcK, Dak.. Sept. 17.—[Special.]—A dis- 
astrous fire has been raging east of this city 
for two days. Many of the farmers have been 
compelled to work night and day to save their 
grain and bouses. Yesterday afternoon the 
tire surrounded large stacks of wheat and con- 
sumed them, and then sped on toward the resi- 
dence of one of the unprotected citizens. The 
farmers turned out with plows and turned 
over the ground about the bouse in time to 
save it. The damage thus far sustained is 
about $5,000. Fortunately those who have 
been losers are well-to-do and will not suffer.

SITUATION -SENATOR EVARTS NO CANDI- 

DATE—A NOVEL ELECTION. 

New York, Sept. 17.— [Special.]—Jobn Kel- 
ly is expected to journey from Clifton Springs 
to Saratoga next week in time to greet the del- 
egation to the Democratic State Convention 
upon its arrival. He will, it is said by those 
who claim to know, take up his headquarters 
at one of the larger hotels and there sit in state, 
as in previous years the controlling spirit of 
the braves. That Mr. Kelly will take an active 
part in the management of.the campaign is no 
longer doubted, and the opposition to such a 
course is now a thing of the past. 
The party which journeyed to Clifton 
Springs to apprise Mr. Kelly of the foolbardi- 
ness of forcing Joel A. Stevens’ candidacy for 
the Shrievalty, only to find the doors c’osed to 
them, have been more secretive than usual 
ever since their return, and even their most 
intimate friends find it impossible to draw 
much from them in regard to their unpleasunt 
experience. Edward MoCue, ex-County-Clerk 
Gumbleton, and the other real friends of Mr. 
Kelly, who were going to consult with the old 
chiettain when they encountered the Croker 
committee at the depot, will start for the 
Springs again this evening or tomorrow.

The delegates to the Republican Convention

Andrew, 
a second sun of Buchanan, has been sent to 
Louisville tor the purpose of raising sufficient 
money among his father’s old friends to pre- 
vent the utter collapse of the concern.

The Scheme Most Adroitly Worked by | 


the Exiled Conspirators Who 
An 


6 Commissioners Throughout the 
State Aroused and Rigid Examinations 
Now in Active Progress. 


Vincennes, Ind., Sept. 17.—[Special.|—The 
speculation in Indiana township bonds and 
the enormous swindles that have grown out of 
it have startled the taxpayers of the Hoosier 
State to a realization of the sense of their duty, 
and in almostevery county in the State the 
Townsbip Trustees have been ordered to re- 
port to the Board of County Commissioners 
the exact financial status of their townsbips 
without equivocation. Honest trustees show 
no hesitancy in immediately responding, but the 
crooked officials show the white feather in 
some way, and their rascalities are thus dis- 


covered. 

Pollard, the chief rogue in all this infamous 
scheme of robbery and public plundering, has 
piayed an open hand, boider than any outlaw 
or defaulting cashier ever dared to play, and 
the thousands of dollars of cash he swindled 
the people out of have either been 
invested in Government bonds or sunk 
irretrievably at the gaming table. There is 
no doubt about this statement, as the gay 
and festive Pollard was a sporting-man as full 
of life and activity as the most interprising 
gameoster who ever haunted a gambling den, 
and he ioved a friendly game better than any 
thing else on earth. He was a shrewd manager, 
however. His associates were bankers and 
businese-men, but his instincts brought him 
into constant contact with sporting-men. 

Mr. Charles E. Cook, President of the Jennings 
County Bank, said: While Icannot say that I 


‘was intimate with Pollard, yet 1 thought I 
kuew bim so well that never a question arose 
in my mind regarding his integrity. 
I regarded him as one of the 
sbrewdest and solidest business-men I had ever 
had any business dealings witb, but satisfied 
myself that he was making all his money in a 
perfectly legitimate way. He was in North 
Vernon a greater part of his time, but never 
manifested a disposition of eagerness to sell 
bis township bonds. I knew he bad considera- 
bie of such paper, but he never acted as though 
be was anxious to sell it. Mr. Pollard would 
drop into my bank and salute usin his suave 
and pleasant manner, and generally in the 
course of a conversation concerning business 
and financial matters would refer to the fact 
that he had bonds forsale. It took urging to 
get him to show them, and it took persuasion 
to get him to shave them even 10 per cent. I 
did not consider the investment in the paper a 
bonanza by any means, but I felt that I could 
safely put my money in it, make a fair 
profit in the discount, ana realize a substantial 
per count ou my investment while it was run- 


Did you know that vollard was a gambler?“ 

No ͤ indeed, answered Mr. Cook. “If any 
friend bad ever whispered such a thing to me 
it would have saved me the thousands I have 
lost. I thought Pollard was one of the most 
upright men I knew. All my earthly posses- 
sions are gone, he continued. There is 
nothing left. Ido not regard my township 
warrants as assets, and I feel that I might as 
weil throw them into the fire.”’ 

Do you feel that you bave no recourse?”’ 

“TI fee! that I have just thrown away $30,000 
in clean cash. Pollard cannot be taken, and it 
is not worth while to throw away good money 
in the attempt. My friends in Chicago, who 
have invested upwards ot $300,000 to my cer- 
tain knowledge, can try itif they want to, but 
I bave decided not to have anything to do with 
the matter. It Pollard was sharp euough to 
dupe and swindle scores of brokers and bank- 
ers you may rest assured that he wiil take care 
ot his money, as well as himself and family, 
and there is no doubt but that he is safely out 
of harm's way. I wish I had him alone iu a 
room about five minutes. I think he would 
feel decidedly unsafe for a time.“ 

The Hon, John Overmyer, ex-Chairman of the 
Indiana Republican State Central Committee, 
was in the room at the time, and stated that he 
regarded the bonds as worthless. 

The more recent developments concerning 
the Daviess County frauds reopen the subject 
with fresh interest. It bas been developed 
beyond peradventure that Brown became al- 
most as expert a sharper as his co-conspirator, 
Pollard. 

Brown was Pollard’s chief assistant, and it 
bas been discoverered that as great as was 
Brown the festive Mr. Pollard's dupe, so much 
the greater were Clarke and Grimsley ignorant 
suckers in Brown's hands. It cumes to light 
today that Clarke signed warrants amount- 
ing to $388,000 in Charies Brown’s 

Brown gave him only 
in cash for his work. Brown 
schemed still deeper and drew a Washington 
County trustee into the toils, and induced him 
to sign up $26,000 in bonds, for which Brown 
paid him the sum of $1,400. These dupes were 
atraid to offer the bonds for sale themselves, 
and resolved to raise all the money they could 
at any cost. Thus they feil an easy prey in 
the hands of Brown and Pollard, who aided 
them. A few days betore Brown left Washing- 
ton for good he sent his wife a set of diamond 
jewelry worth $1,200. Wben Brown arrived in 
Boston be went under the assumed name of 
John Charles,“ and it has later been discoy- 
ered that he now flaunts a new name. 

It also transpires that the whereabouts of 
John Grimsley is also known. It was an error, 
as first reported. that Grimsley bad his wife 
with him. She still hves on the farm in Steele 
Township. 

Indignation and public feeling are growing in 
regard to the dealings of the three Daviess 
County trustees, and the impression largely 
prevails that Brown had several aiders and 
abettors in Washington besides Pollard. 

The land- 
lady of a boarding-house in a little town called 
Montgomery, she has given up her truant hus- 
band and has set to work to do for herself. 

Cohen & Son of Indianapolis, jewelers, have 
brought suit against each of the absconding 
trustees and their bondsmen for the recovery 
of the property advanced on these bogus 
bonds.

The Grand Trunk, which up to the present re- 
fused to take business for less than a 15-cent 
basis, also came down toa 10-cent basis. The 
reason given by the Grand Trunk officials for 
this action is that, owing to the tact that it has 
been virtually out of the market for the last 
week or two, a large number of empty cars 
have accumulated in its yards here which are 
needed East. It would not pay to 
send these cars back empty, and it 
peing impossible to secure freight for them at 
more than ai0-cent rate, some of the lines, 
particulariy the Nickel-Piate, haying made no 
advance above that rate, they decided to con- 
tract business on the same terms until their 
empty cars are disposed of. The Lake Shore 
and Michigan Central claim to have been com- 
pelled to go back to the 10-cent rate because 
the Grand Trunk secured the bulk of the busi- 
ness, and they could not afford to go out of the 
market. It appears that proportionally lower 
rates are made from Milwaukee than from Chi- 
eago. The Star-Union Line is reported to have 
contracted grain from that point to New York 
at 10 cents. Taking out of this a minimum of 
2% cents from Milwaukee to Chicago and three 
cents for lighterage at New York, but 4 cents 


per 100 pounds remains to be divided 
between the roads from Chicago 
to New York. The Blue Line (Michi- 
gan Central) is reported to have taken 


yesterday a large amount of grain from Mil- 
waukee to Montreal for export at seven and 
one-halt cents per 100 pounds, and the Grand 
Trunk took 160 cars for the same point at the 
same rate.

VIOLATIONS OF THE CHICAGO, ST. LOUIS, 
AND MISSOURI RIVER PASSENGER AGREE- 


MENT. 

Arbitrator E. P. Wilson has just decided two 
Important cases of violation of the Chicago, St. 
Louis, and Missouri River Passenger Associa- 
tion. In the first case the Missouri Pacific 
charges the Hanuibal & St. Joe with violating 
the agreement by selling a limited ticket irom 
Kansas City to Washington, D. C., via Chicago, 
and thence. to destination over the Penn- 
syivania line, to Lieut. Charles A. Churchill of 
the United States Army tor the sum of $20. 
The regular tariff for military officers under 
the rules of this association was $6.25 to Chi- 
cago and $17.50 trom Chicago to Washington, 
making the “through rate $23.75. In defense 
the General Passenger Agent of the Hannibal & 
St. Joe stated that no reduction of rates be- 
tween association points was involved in the 
transaction: that acting upon authority re- 
ceived from a line leading east from Chicago, 
through rates, Kansas City to destination, were 
named, which, being divided on customary 
basis, yielded his line and thy Burlington more 
than the afithorized rates between Chicago and 
Missouri River points. Evidence was also pre- 
sented showing that the Eastern connections 
agreed to accept pro rate proportion of said 
In tne opinion of the arbitrator 
it was clearly intended by the managers that 
no line in the association should by reason of 
a private understanding witb any of its con- 
nections enjoy speciai rates from an associa- 
tion point to the exclusion of the other mem- 
bers of the association: The arbitrator, there- 

fore, inflicted a fine of $50. 

In the other case the Chicago & Alton made 
complaint against the Illinois Central (Vanda- 
lia Line), alieging violation of agreement by 
two tickets over that line having been sold by 
Mulford & McKenzie, ticket-brokers, from St. 
Louis to Chicago at $9.50 each and with a re- 
bate of $6 each on the tickets, thereby making 
arate of $3.50 to Chicago, being a cut rate. 
The tickets were used by the purchasers and 
the rebate was promptly paid by the ticket- 
brokers. The General Passenger Agents of 
the Lilinois Central and Vandalia in defense 
Stated that these tickets were of the issue 
made for the Sumner Guards excursion, and 
which were authorized to be sold at $6 for the 
round trip. The defense also stated that it 
was not responsible for outside parties taking 
advantage of the cut granted to the Sum- 
ner Guards, and such occurrenceS as 
complained of could not be avoided, 
The arbitrator thought that if the restrictions 
of the agreement could not be enforced no 
such reduced rate should have been granted, 
and ail companies shovid have been free to use 
it. The iorm of restriction was so ingeniously 
devised as to confine the use of the special 
rate toone line, witbout really restricting its 
application to the particular parties for whose 
benefit it wus authorized. It is, therefore, ap- 
parent that thé iliinois Central (Vandalia Line) 
afforded to the public in St. Louis, for one day, 
a reduced rate of $6 for the round trip, St. 
Louis to Chicago and return, thereby vioiating 
the agreement, for which a fine of $100 is as-

gage bonds of $3,125,000, issued on 125 miles of 
road, Of the $4,143,000 general second-mortgaye 
bonds remaining in band a year ago $3,000,- 
000 have been sold. There is no change in the 
bonded debt of the Pendoreille division, while 
there is a decrease of $26,900 in the Missouri 
division. The total runded debt is 867, 733. 500, 
not including dividend certificates of $4,640,- 
821. The company paid to the Northern Pa- 
cific Terminai Company during the year $84,280 
for rent and $27,341 for cost of maintenance. 

Respecting the completion of the Cascade 
brauch, about which there isa decided differ- 
ence of opinion among parties interested in 
the road, the report states that twenty-five 
miles are now under construction on the west 
side of the Cascade Mountains and forty miles 
on the east side, the cost of which will be 
$1,840,000. To complete the Cascade branch there 
will remain seventy-five and a half miles, not 
including the sixty-five miles under way. The 
estimated cost of the seventy-five and a half 
miles is as follows: Fifteen and a haif 
miles over the mountain, including 
the tunnel nearly two miles long, $2,441,200; 
the approaches on each side, $1,430,700, making 
a total of 83.871.900, to which is added for 
snowsheds, if needed, $200,000, making a grand 
total of a little less than $4,000,000. Tue total 
estimated cost of the fourteen miles required 
to complete the gap is 35.911, 900. the 
amount of first mortgage bonds that will be 
available for the work is $3,512.500, leaying to 
be provided from other sources $2,399,400. The 
report says that it will require between two 
and two and one-half years to construct the 
tunnel with economy. 

The total amount expended for construction 
and equipment during the last year was 

030. 

The report recommends the ratification of 
the lease of the Oregon Railway & Navigauon 
Company, and states that when the subject 
shail have been acted upon by all the com- 
panies interested it will be submitted to the 
stockholders of the Northern Pacific for their 
action. 

The number of acres of land sold during the 
last year was 344,557 acres for $1,682,730. The 
amount of land patented and patentable still 
undisposed of is over 37,700,000 acres, of which 
3,899,594 acres are east of the Missouri River, 
and the proceeds are applicableto the retire- 
ment of the preferred stock. 

At the meeting of the stockholders it was 
stated that two Judgesrefused an injunction 
asked by the Oregon Transcontinental Railroad 
people in the Supreme Court restraining the 
voting of 120,000 shares of Transcontinental 
Trust stock by Brayton Ives and J. P. Morgan. 
A resolution was adopted requesting .the di- 
‘rectors not to incur any indebtedness what- 
ever for the construction of new roads. The 
old Board of Directors was reélected, 


A BIG SURPRISE FOR GALENA. 

GALENA, III., Sept. 17.—({Speciai.]—A. large 
force of the Chicago, Burlington & Northera 
Company surorised our people this morning by 
putting down ties and laying track along the 
east bank of the river, in this city, on land 
against which condemnation proceedings were 
commenced last spring by the Chicago & 
Northwestern Company. Au injunction was 
this forenoon served upon the East Shore Com- 
pany and suit has deen Sommenced agaiost 
tuem to test their richts to the land. Since 
the reorganization of the old Winona, Alma & 
Nortbern Company under the name of the 
Chicago, Burlington & Northern it appears that 
matters have not run as smoothiy 
as they might between the latter company and 
the Chicago & Northwestern, and that this is 
occasioned by tue former wanting certain con- 
cessions which the latter company is not in- 
clined to grant. Among other privileges 
wanted are the right to use the Chicago & North- 
western bridge across the Mississippi at Winv- 
na and the right to use the latter company’s 
track between Onalaska and the bluff siding 
north of La Crosse. It is impossible at this 
time to get at all the facts in the case, but it 
is certain that war between the two companies 
is inaugurated, and there will probably be 
lively times in the courts before it ends. What 
effect it will have on the construction of the 
roads remains to be found out. 


THE MISSOURI PACIFIC IN KANSAS. 

TopeKkA, Kas., Sept. 17.—([(Special.]—The 
charter of the Missouri Pacific in Kansas was 
filed today with a capital stock of $3,000,000. 
The directors names are Jay Gould of New 
York; H. M. Hoxie and D. S. S. Smith of St. 
Louis, W. W. Fagan and A. D. Everst of At- 
chison, C. E. Faulkner and A. M. Claflin of Sa- 
Una, S. G. P. Bryant of Lincoln, J. C. Woods of 
Stoekton, and Volney Ball of Colorado. The 
Missouri Pacific has purchased the franchise 
of what is known ws the Topeka, Salina & 
Western Kailroad, a part of that which has 
been graded and tracked. The scheme is to 
compete this line and make a connection with 
the Missouri Pacific at Ottawa and extend the 
new road from Salina northwesterly to an in- 
tersection with the Central Branch Road, and 
thence to Denver, making a through. route 
from Kansas to St. Louis. Five hundred men 
were sent West today to begin the work. The 
line is to be finished to Salina by Dec. 1.

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The money necessary was subscribed yester- 
day afternoon in Zanesville, O., to secure the 


construction of the Black Diamond Railroad to 
McConneilsville, the cars to be running by 
January, 1886. This road is to be built along 
the west banks of the Muskingum to Marietta 
on the Ohio River as rapidly as it can be built, 
and will ultimately be extended into West 


Virginia. 
Hereafter the Eastern Railway Company 
will transport its freight cars across the har- 
bor from East Boston to the New York & New 
England Railway on large floats. The firet one 
ever used here arrived today from Noauk, 
It will enable the New York & New

MORE REFORM. 


PROSTITUTING AN OFFICE—A MUGWUMP OR- 
GAN SAYS: “A WHISKY-SELLING POLITI- 
CLAN MADE CHIEF WEIGHER;: COLLECTOR 


HEDDEN DISMISSES AN ABLE MAN AND 
DEGRADES HIS OF FICE.” 
New York Times (Mug.) Sept. 16: Collector 


Hedden or his deputy, Acting-Collector Berry, 

wielded the official ax Monday, and the head of 
George B. Bacon, the Chief Weigher of the 
Brooklyn district, fell into tne basket. The 
Brooklyn district is the largest and most im- 
portant of the weighing districts, extending 
from Red Hook to Newtown Creek, and em- 
bracing the entire water front of Brooklyn 
and Long Island City. Over two-thirds -of 
all the weighing done in the Port of New 
York is done in this district, forty reg- 
ular Assistant Weighers and from twenty- 
five to thirty extras being employed all 
the time. The laborers engaged by the weigher 
of the district number from 300 to 350, and the 
man who engages them can wield a great power 
over them in times of election if he is disposed 
to prostitute his office to such ends. It is for 
this reason primarily that the position is in de- 
mand among political bosses, and it is for this 
reason, judging from ali the facts that could 
be gleaned yesterday, that Capt. Bacon has 
been dismissed and George H. Sterling, a 
worker under Boss McLaughlin, appointed to 
fill his place. 

Capt. Bacon was appointed Weigher of the 
Brooklyn District in 1869 on the recommenda- 
tion ot Gen. Grant during his first Administra- 
tion as President, and has held the position 
ever since, with the exception of a short period 
when a reduction of the custom-house forces 
was made and he was temporarily suspended. 
He was a graduate of the Naval Academy at 
Annapolis, served in the navy during the 
War of the Rebellion, and had reached 
the rank of Lieutenant-Commander when 
he resigned to engage in business. His 
record as Weigher has been without a 
suspicion of taint from his. first appoint- 
ment until his dismissal Monday. He was a 
thorough gentleman in all bis official dealings, 

ua man of acknowledged ability and uprigut- 
ness, and just such an official as the civil-serv- 
ice agitation was intended to make secure in 
hie place. Unfortunately, however, the office 
of Chief Weicher does not come within the 
provisions of the Civil-Service law, so that Col- 
lector Hedden had the absolute power to re- 
move Capt. Bacon and appoint a successor 
from among any of the ward politicians, which 
he has done. Weigher Bacon was not an of- 
fensive partisan’’ in any sense of the widely- 
interpreted phrase. A gentleman who bas 
worked under him for years, speaking to a 
Times reporter yesterday, said: I don’t be- 
lieve anybody Dut himself knew whether he 
was a Democrat ora Republican. He never 
talked politics among the men, and I never 
| heard him even say bow he had voted. He 
never asked a man who applied to him for work 
what his politics was. The only question was, 
Is he capable of doing the work?’ If be was 
he got the piace; if be was not 1 don’t believe 
the Captain would put him to work if he came 
to him recommended by the President of the 
United States. 

Such was the character of the man. accord- 
ing to both Democratic and Republican au- 
thority, who was summoned to the Coltector's 
office Saturday, Aug. 29, and given notice by 
Mr. Hedden’s private secretary that unless he 

resigned immediately he would be dismissed. 
Capt. Bacon innocently asked if any charges 
were made against bim as an officer or a citi- 
zen. He was told that it was not a question of 
charges; that his place was wanted, and that 
if ne did not resign it it would be taken from 
him. He declined to tender his resignation, 
and was given until the following Tuesday to 
consider the matter. That Jay the demand for 
bis resignation was not renewed, and he was 
given to understand that the trouble, what- 
ever it was, had blown over, and that his posi- 
tion was safe. With this understanding he 
started Tuesday, Sept. 3, on his two weeks’ 
leave of absence, gomg to Ogdensburg to at- 
tend the wedding of his daughter. Nothmg 
more was heard of his proposed removal until 
Monday iast, when the papers removing him 
sk were sent to his office. A friend telegrapned 
him the news, and he is expected to return to 
Brooklyn this morning. . 
The man appointed to succeed Capt. Bacon 
as Weigher‘of the Brooklyn district is Aid. 
George H. Sterling, who represents the Second 
Ward in the Brooklyn Common Council. His 
address is given in the Brooklyn Directory as 
“George H. Sterling, real estate, Jay and 
Front streets. A Times reporter who called at 
this address yesterday was astounded to find 
that the *‘real-estate”’ office was what is called 
in Domocratic parlance a gin-mill;“ some- 
what more eiaborately furnished, indeed, than 
ite neighbor saloons around the Brooklyn water- 
front, as becomes an establishment which 
boasts an Alderman as its proprietor, but still 
a gin-mill pure and simple. The only evidence 
of any real-estate transactions in the place was 
a bloated-faced specimen of humanity sup- 
porting himseif against the bar and investing 
in a burial lot by paying by installments at so 
much per drink. Real-Estate Sterling is a 
power in the Second Ward, and this was one 
of his constituents. Heisa follower of Boss 
McLaughlin, and one who can be fully relied 
on to make good voters for his boss by the judi- 
cious distribution of the patronage which his 
new office under the Federal Administrauon 
places at his disposal. Among those who 
know bim best in Brooklyn he is characterized 
asa brutal man who will shrink from notbing 
in the way of dirty po itical work.

It came to us from England, 
where that kind of notation is still largely in 
use, though it bas dropped out in this country. 
The barrel of 196 pounds is fourteen stone 
that is, the square of the number fourteen—and 
was possibly chosen because that was regarded 
as a ** perfect number,“ besides being a very 
convenient weight to handle. We presume the 
reason tor the adoption of 196 pounds as the 
weight of the barrel of flour lies somewhere 
around this fact, but cannot state the reason 
more explicitiy than as above.]

The scheme described as old but ‘ies ig 
will be recognized by many upon very brief 
description. Bohemian oats are offered to a 
farmer at $10 a bushel, the vender accepting 
the farmer's note in payment and undertak- 
ing to dispose, for a moderate commission and 
on highly advantageous terms, of the first 
year’s product of the seed. Messrs. Hiram 
Sibley & Co., who furnished the information 
embodied in Monday's article, are not abie to 
recall any instance in which ** Bohemian’”’ oats 
have been put upon the market in this pecul- 
jar manner. They describe the scheme as old, 
however, because it has been employed time 
without number in every part of the country 
to dispose of Australian.“ Welcome,“ 
Hungarian,“ and other spurious but * 
tive varieties of oats. The scheme is new only 
as regards its application to the Bohemian 
grain. 

Are the managers criminally liable? That 
would depend in a measure on who the man- 
agers are and what is their share in the 
transaction; perhaps also on whether the 
„ managers have any existence. Certainly 
the actual parties to any transaction so palpa- 
bly fraudulent would be criminaily hable, if 
the facts as hitherto stated by some of the vic- 
tims could be proven. 

Are thenotes collectable? Certainly, in the 
bani of innocent holders for value, they are. 
And if the notes have not ere now found their 
way into such bands there may be merit in the 
**scheme yet. Or eise the notes are no good. 

And finally, how to advise farmers who have 
given their notes. In the case just supposed— 
pay the notes. Any Dogberry would point to 
such a course, not for that it is virtuous—but 
expedient; it bath the justification of neces- 


sity.

The trial of Daniel C. Skelly, formerly School 


Treasurer of the Township of Lemont, on the 
charge of withholding school moneys from the 
districts entitled to such funds, is in progress 
in Judge Shepard's branch of the Criminal 
Court. The indictment against Skelly contains 


twenty-six counts and is written on eighty-two 


pages of paper. It charges many things in 
many forms. The defendant is represented in 


the case by Mr. Jenks, and Col. Thompson is 
assisting Judge Longenecker to prosecute, 
John 8. Lee, Skelly’s successor to the office 
of School Treasurer of the township, testified 
that April 26, 1884, Skelly told him he had over 
$4,000 coming to the Treasury, which be woula 
turn over as soon as the trustees 
should get through examfning the books. 
When witness took the office’ defendant 
turned over to him $241.01—all that was due to 
the towriship fund prover. Subsequently, in 
May, 1884, D. C. Skelly gave witness $1,150, 
that amount being at the time sufficient to pay 
all the indebtedness of all the school districts 
except District No. 3. Cross-examined, the 


} witness said Skelly bad held the office of Jus- 


tice of the Peace about ten years continuously 
in Lemont, and that he bad been elected to that 
office agiiin since his indictment in this case. 
Skelly was a Democrat and considerable of a 
politician. Col. Thompson said the prosecu- 


‘oon made no claim that any part of the tewn- 


ship funds had been withheld, but there wus 
due to District No. 3 and others nearly $3,800 
as charged in the indictment.

PRIVATE MAIL-BOXES ON THE WEST SIDE AT 
50 CENTS A Mohr. 

An institution to supplement Uncle Sam's of- 
fice on Adams street, has lately been established 
on the West Side. As an institution it is great, 
but as an establishment it is rather meagre. 
It consists of some two score boxes, locked and 
labeled, and a young woman in charge. By the 
piyment of 50 cents a month one can rent a 
box, have his mail put in it, none being any 
the wiser save the young woman in charge. 
It goes without saying that the idea originated 
with a married man. It is a biessing, how- 
ever, to all classes. Young men in the white- 
goods department who may be posing as ama- 
teur Lotharios, and simpering misses who are 
just cutting their sentimental teeth are the 
stanchest upholders of the new institution. 
Now and then a businese-man who has gotien 
to the age when he parts his hair with a towel, 
comes in and buys a cigar in the front part ot 
the shop. Then be carelesly strolis back to 
the mail-office, extracts a scented, tinted letter 
—a business letter—and strolis out again. 

West-Siders are not the only patrons of the 
office. The wise men from the east spend an 
hour a day riding over the river and back 
again for the sake of getting their letters under 
the rose. For juvenile victims of parental 
steruness, and married victims of feminine 
curiosity, the two-score boxes and the young 
woman in charge are godsends. Yesterday 
afternoon two gushing school girls made weir 
way into the office. One of them stood by the 
door, industriously eating caramels, while the 
other went for her letter. 

**Did you get one, Millie?” 1 

** Yes, indeed I did, Josie.’ 

So Millie waited by the >a while Josie went 
more her letter. 

As they went out, their arms about each 
ower, the young woman in charge laughingly 
asked, What do you think of hat?

The institution will probably be best appre- 
ciated by the scheming piaywright. It will do 
away with the biotting-pad, the falling screen, 
the eavésdropper, and other time-honored 
devices. Sir Peter will only have to mistake 
his wife's box for his own, or meet her at the 
door, cry Ah, there!“ anc snatch the guilty 
note from her hand. 

The young detective has but to disguise him- 


self as the young woman in charge and the 


smooth villain can be caught in the act of re- 
ceiving a letter from the confiding heiress. 

It is a modest institution, and must of ne- 
cessity bloom unseen, but it ought to be popu- 
lar nevertheless. 

Assistant- Postmaster Squires said that it was 
positively against the law for a private individ- 
ual to conduct any sort of a post-office and re- 
ceive and handle the letters of others, no mat- 
ter whether stamps were used or not.

THE PRICE OF SUGAR. 
NO GOOD REASON FOR THE ADVANCE REPORTED 
FROM SAN FRANCISCO. 

A San Francisco dispatch in Taz TRIBUNE 
yesterday stated that the Spreckeises and the 
American (Opposition) sugar refineries had both 
suddenly advanced the price of all grades of 
sugar two cents per pound. The reason given 
was that prices bad advanced in the East and 
all over the world mainiy because of a pros- 
pective shortage in the beet-root crop. 

Mr. A. A. Sprague of Sprague, Warner & 
Griswold was asked yesterday by a TRIBUNE 
reporter what the condition of the sugar mar- 
ket was and repiied; ‘‘‘I‘here has been no such 
advance in the East. During September sugar 
has gone up about tbhree-eighths of a cent per 
pound, because of an ;unlooked-for consump- 
tive demand. It is true there is a considerable 
shortage in the beet-root crop in Germany, 
which is just about to be gathered. But there 
is also a large stock onhand. I haven't the ex- 
act figures, but I think the visible supply is 
much larger than it was at this time iast year. 
Then, too, a great deal of Cuba and other 
cane sugar which usually comes direct to us 
has gone to Europe this year. It is true the 
shortage in the beet-root crop has caused a bull 
movement, but the bears are satisfied 
with the Visible supply and do not look 
for any sharp advance—certainly nothing like 
that said to bave been made in California. 
Those people certainly can’t expect to com- 
pete with the Eastern trade at that price. Itis 
possible that the advance is a purely local 
affair. You know the California refineries 
have a monopoly and can fix about what price 
they please at home. That's why they sell 
much cheaper to their Eastern than to their 
home trade. If the advance has been made it 
must be for that purpose, for there is nothing 
in the condition of thé Eastern market to 
warrant it. 


EVANSTON TOLL ROAD. 

THE COUNTY BOARD UNABLE TO GET IT RE- 
PAIRED OR STOP THE COLLECTION OF TOLLS. 
The Evanston toll road is again troubling 

the County Commissioners. Tne Road Com- 

missioners called upon County-Attorney Law 
yesterday and asked how they could compel 
the toll road company to keep the road in at 
least a safe condition for travelers. The Com- 
missioners have repeatedly notified the com- 
pany torepair the road, but without attaining 
any results. Asa final resort the County At- 
vorney directed the Road Commissioners to 
send one more notification to the company 
specifically . setting iorth what repairs 
were required, and to give the company 
a limited time to comply with the order, under 
penalty of having the toll-gates declared open 
to the public. The Road Commtssioners ac- 
cordingly drew up a formal order for repairs 
which are necessary in every part of the road 
from Chicago to Evanstoi, giving the company 
ten days’ time in which to get about the work.

THE CRIMINAL COURT. 
ON TRIAL FOR MURDERING HIS FRIEND. 


William Smith, a cadaverous-Jooking youth 


about 19 years old, was put on trial before 
Judge Anthony and a jury yesterday afternoon 
charged with the murder of his room-mate, a 
wool-picker named Thomas Ashton. The two 
young men roomed in the Pacific Block, cor- 
ner of Van Buren and Clark streets, Smith go- 
ing by the name of Fred Pickard. July 11 last, 
Smith, Ashton and some other young men 
went on a drinking bout through the lowest of 


the West Side groggeries and returned 
to Clark street ali somewhat § intoxi- 
coated. They entered Murray & Trainor’s 
saloon, and while there the deceased and his 
slayer quarreled about an orange which rolled 
out on the floor and which both tried to get. 
Smith got the fruit, and Ashton in a quarrel- 
some mood followed him to the lodging-bouse 
and struck bim in the face. Joseph James tes- 
tied that he went to the head of the second 
landing of the stairs with Smith and bade bim 
good-night. He turned and left, and when 
half way down the stairs Smith ran by him and 
vut on the street. Then he learned that Asb- 
ton was stabbed in the abdomen and was dying 
on the stairway above him. The weapon used 
was a large clasp-knife, and State’s-Attorney 
Grinnell will undertake to sbow that Ashton 
was backing up-stairs and that Smith rushed 
upon him while be was trying to avoid con- 
tinuing the fight, and cut him fatally while in 
the dark stairway hall. The case will be re- 
sumed today. 
KLIPPEL NOT GUILTY. 


Louis Klipfel, the German saloonkeeper who 
killed Matthew Landey June 10 in bis saloon at 
No. 507 South Clark street, was found not 
guilty by the verdict of the jury which was 
brought into Judge Anthony’s court, sealed, 
yesterday at 10 o’clock. The verdict occa- 
sioned considerable surprise, and Klipfel's at- 
torneys, Daniel Munn and Frank Turner, were 
unwilling to believe at first that the nung 
jury bad agreed. After each man had assured 
the court that acquittal *“‘was’’ and is now”’ 
his verdict Mr. Turner looked around smilingly 
and said: I told you so."" The jurors were 
mostly Irishmen and Germans. 


INTERVIEWS. 
SENATOR CULLOM. 

Senator Cullom said at the Grand Pacific 
last evening that the rumored compromise be- 
tween the Administration and the silver men 
seemed improbable, as a compromise between 
two diametricaliy opposit positione did not 
appear to be in the nature of things. He did 
not fear the threatened disturbances in the 
money standardif the silver coinage was not 
suspended, and did not believe that gold would 


be driven out of circulation by the silver. On

THE TELEPHONE SUIT. 


HOW TIE GOVERNMENT | Is GOING TO TEST 
THE VALIDITY OF BELL’S PATENT. 
Resolute efforts are being made to compel 
the proprietors of the Beil telephone to submit 
the validity of their prodigious claims to the 
judgment of the highestcourts. THs TRIBUNE 
remarked in the issue of Thursday a week ago 


upon the commencement of a suit in Memphis. 


Tenn., by the United States Government to 
test the Bell patent. The grounds upon which 
the monopoly of the American Bell Telephone 
Company is assailed are briefly these: That 
Alexander Graham Bell filed in the Patent 
Office an application for a patent in telegraphy 
quite foreign to the principle of the telephone; 
that upon the same day Prof. Elisha Gray of 


Chicago filed a caveat for a patent in tele- | 


phony, which the rules of the Patent Office 
stringently required to be kept secret, but that 
despite this rule Bell was apprised of the caveat 
and proceeded to amend his application ac- 
cordingly. His amendments, however, were 
not sworn to, as the law requires, and 
hence it is asserted that his patent 
is void because the information upon which it 
was secured was unlawfully obtained. and be- 
cause the applicant did not swear that he was 
the true inventor. These are the technical de- 


fects found in the patent, but there is a more 


general and comprehensive consideration 
which bids fair to destroy the entire substance 
of Bell’s claim. This is, that Bell did not in- 
vent the principle of the telephone at all, 
but that tbe transmission of articulate 
speech over the electric wire 
was successfully practiced many 
years before, and had thereby become a por- 
tion of common human knowledge. Thi pe- 
culiar and very artificial monopoly given by 
the law of patent rights to the discoverer is de- 
signed for the encouragement and reward of 
the spirit of invention, and the only ground 
upon which such an exclusive privilege can for 
a moment be sustained is, that the patentee bas 
added to human knowledge a novel discovery. 
In this view nothing can be more pre- 
sumptuous than an attempt to usurp the 
single enjoyment of any contrivance 
that has already become common property, 
In the case of the telephone, it is alleged that 
as early as 1862 Philip Reis, a learned 
who died in 1874, bad a telephone in 

„and that this was Known as well to 
Aiexsnder Grabam Bell as to the rest of the 
scientific world. The petitioners at whose 
instance the suit is brought are cateful to re- 
mark upon the sublime audacity of the man 
who bas appropriated to himself the exclusive 
use of this appliance. In addressing Dis- 
trict-Attorney H. W. McCorey they have 
not only set forth these facts at 
length, but have sent him specimens 
of the Reis telephone and of 
others legitimately devel from it, in order 
that he may test their efficiency for himself, 
ana dewonstrate it by auricular evidence to 
the courts. It is aliewed that Bell, being thor- 
oughly conversant with the state of the art at 
the time of his second application, was guilty 
of false swearing when he made affidavit to 
the novelty and originality of the invention. 

These considerations lead to the peculiar 
feature of the legal proceedings, which is that 
the complaining party is the Government 
tself. Chancery suits to weigh the merits 
usually emanate from 
some party who conceives his own patent 
to be infringed. In the present case, 
however, there is no rival to the Bell 
telephone patent, which covers the entire do- 
main of telephony. If any one bas a patent 
for transmitting speech by electricity, it is the 
successors of Bell, and any improvements that 
may be devised by others are practically use- 
less to the inventor because he cannot operate 
them without using the Bell telephone. He 
therefore has no choice but to let his invention 
remain idie or sell it for a song. It is 
for these reasons that the interposition of the 
Government is invoked. The Bell Telephone 
Company, it is asserted, hinders the develop- 
ment of the art by removing the incentives to 
invention, and rendering many actual discov- 
eries useless not only i the unfortunate pa- 
tentees but to the cit at large. Hence, it 
results that inferior instruments and a 
defective system are imposed upon 
the people of the United States at an ex- 
orbitant cost, when, if the principle of the tel- 
ephone were declared to be free and com- 
mon, the expense would be vastly re- 
duced and the purposes of, busmess materially 
subserved. It is because of these public in- 
terests that the Government has consented to 
take the initiative litigation seeking to have 
the Bell patent declared void. 

Abie counsel have been retained to assist the 
District Attorney in the guit, and it is confi- 
dently believed that the pretensions of the 
American Bell Telephone Company will be 
brought to a genuine test. The present in- 
come of that corporation is said to amount to 
many millions of dollars. This fact is in itself 
sufficient assurance of an obstinate battle.

LOUISVILLE’S GREAT DAY. 


BEING THE CELEBRATION OF THE SALE OF 
THE ONE HUNDRED THOUSANDTH HOGS- 
HEAD OF TOBACCO THIS YEAR. 
LOUISVILLE, Ky., Sept. 17.—The celebration 

of the sale of the 100,000th hogshead of tobacco 

in Louisville this year has been a grand success 
in every respect, and the city today witnessed 
the grandest industrial and commercial parade 
ever held iu the South. Louisville bas always 
been the metropolitan tobacco market, but 
has never betore bad so large a sale, 
representing as it does over $12,000,000. 
Though the various commercial interests 
were represented, the tobacco interest was 
given the post of honor. and their displays oc- 
cupied three out of the procession of eight 
miles. The streets were crowded from early 
morning, and, it being a holiday, the city was 
handsomely and elaborately decorated. Fully 

50,000 visitors witnessed the procession, which 

began to march at 10:30 and paraded the princi- 

pal streets, beaded by the police end fire depart- 
ments. There were many very picturesque 
displays in the procession and large quantities 
of tobacco of all grades and qualities were 
the different wagons. 

not only had sep 

and individual dispiays, but they 

ali united in preparing a number 
of huge floats representing tobacco in all stages 
of cultivation and manufactare. Among the 
prominent floats to be noticed was an immense 
decorated platform with designs intended to 
represent the whole tobacco trade. Another 
was a pavofama of Columbus discovering 

America; another Sir Waitér Raleigh present- 

ing the Queen of England, surrounded by five 

maids of bonor, with a leaf of tobacco; an- 
other was a realistic tobacco plantation scene. 

Following the tobacco floats came nine otber 

long divisions in the rep- 

resenting various other interests and 
industries, and these were equaliy 
as interesting as the preceding. The procession 
was four hours passing a given point. and 
ended at the Exposition, where the largest 
cro vd ever in the building had assembled. 

Damrosch’s orchestra played a tobacco pro- 
gram. Several speeches congratulatory to the 
trade of Louisville were made, and the bogs- 
bead of fine Burley tobacco, selected us 
the 100, 00% bossbhead, was sold at 
auction to C. L. Head, who purchased it for 
the Finzer Bros. of Louisville, who will mauu- 
facture it into a favorit brand. The hogshead 
weighed 1,190 pounds, net, and brought $2,023, 
or $1.70 per pound, the highest sum ever ro- 
ceived for a hogsbead. —

City-Coilector Onahan gave the result of his 
experience as to the grievances and inequali- 
ties of the present system. He submitted his 
communication to the Real-Estate Board, in 
which he recommended: | 

I. A fixed and permanent bureau of assess- 
ment, with a chief or board elected for six 
years. , 

2. The assessment of real estate to be made 
every five years, with power to add or diminish 
for improvements made or destroyed in the 
interim. 

3. The reduction to the lowest possible min- 
imum the burden of taxes of improved real

estate as the surest means of inviting capital 


and encouraging manufactures. 

4. The raising of as much as possible of rev- 
enue by a judicious and equitably distributed 
license system. 

Consolidation ot the three towns would be a 
great benefit and save expense. The assess- 
meut bureau should be kept outside of politics. 
The State taxes should be detached from the 
local taxes, and Cook County permitted to 
raise taxes for its Own purposes, as complica- 
tions arise from collecting the taxes tbgether. 
The State tax could be derived from the cor- 
poration. A license system was easily and 
more strictly entorced, and the results more 
perfectly settled and determined than the per- 
sonal-property tax, which was unequal and 
unfair, and a premium on dishonesty. If the 
burdens were fairly distributed nobody would 
be harassed, and the railroads and other great 
interests could free themselves from a species 
of assessment which they paid in another 
form. 

JOEL BIGELOW’S PLAN. 

Joel Bigelow told what be knew about rail- 
road assessments, and attacked the system of 
taxing the roads by the miie, saying that, un- 
der it, taxes which belonged to Chicago were 
taken out into the country, and the longer the 
Iine the less Chicago got from it. The assess- 
ment should be on the same basis as that of 
private property; but if the present system 
were maintained the assessment should be in 
proportion to the value as returned by the 
company. Some officers shouid be charged 
with the duty of examin'ng the returns, so as 
to see whether they complied with the law or 
not. Many roads come into the city on leased 
lines, and five such that he knew of didn’t pay 
enough on their rolling stock to buy a dog 
license. The State Board had no information 
on which to base an assessment, and therefore 


the work should be done by the iocail assessor. - 


He favored the assessment of personal proper- 
ty, but assessing it only once and where 
it was found. 
credits, since nothing was added to the value 
of the State. He was opposed to swearing 
taxpayers too much, as it was demoralizing. 
The suggestion to divorce State from other 
tuxes was a good one. A system of correction 
should be substituted for the system of equal- 
ization, Which was very unfair. 
JAMES F. ROOTS VIEWS. 

James P. Root of the State Board of Equal- 
ization subm.tted a pamohlet containing the 
facts regarding the relative assessment of the 
several classes of property in IIlinots.“ The 
assessment was about 20 per cent of the actual 
value. A law couldn't be enforced when the 
peopie didn’t want it. They didn’t want “a 
fair cash value assessment,” and wouldn't 
have it. Alaw couldn't be made more explicit 
and searching than the present one. The peo- 
ple of Illinois were not solicitous to place in the 
hands of public officials the power tg inorease 
their burdens. The limitations in laws and 
Constitution as to the rates of taxation were 
wise and salutary, for were they removed there 
would be no end- to the taxanon which officials 
and administrations would be tempted to im- 
pose; and it was evident that every at- 
tempt to force the assessments up in the 
direction of getting more money from 
the people to spend was an _ indirect 
miethod of removing the limitations. 
The per capita of Lilinois was $6.26, Massa- 
chusetts $13.64, New York $11.09, Obio 88.05. 
Pennsylvania $6.67. No one in Ilhnois was 
complaining that the people were not taxed 
more. He did notdeal with inequalities ex- 
isting as between individuals. They existed 
and would aiways exist under any system. To 
provide against these, the Town Board hau 
jurisdiction to reguiate them, and the County 
Board equalized between townships. If these 
officers failed, why might not others? As to 
remedies he suggested the ebolition of Town 
Assessors and the eubstitution of a County 
Assessor to bold office Yor four years, thus 
avoiding the unseemly rivairy between Town- 
ship Assessors to reduce values; the abolition 
of the State tax, and the collection of the State 
revenue inthe way of license and tax on in- 
come of corporations anc persons holding 


franchises, thus avoiding the necessity for 


boards of equalization. By this pian there 
could be no expense on collection. Jan. 1 
should be the date for fixing values. He 
didn’t know how to get at the value of a fran- 
chise. The State Board ought to have power 
to declare what was the fair cash value of the 
property in the state. He was of the opinion 
that all property must pay taxes upou a valua- 
tion, that no property except that expressly ex- 
cepted could be exempted, and that all other 
taxation imposed must be in addition to the 
taxation by vaiuation. 


J. H. KEDZIE. 

At the afternoon session Mr. J. H. Kedzie 
suggested that the commission find out from 
the systems of the Various States which worked 
best in the taxation of personal property and 
credits. He tavored changing the method of 
making assessments, and the appointment by 
the Governor of a County Assessor and his us- 
sistants, to hold office for at least four years. 
State taxes should be divorced entirely from 
and county taxes. He was op- 
posed to ‘fair cash value”. because 
the officials would go to the extreme of their 
power in raising money by taxation and 
spending it. The only safe way was to in- 
trust them with no more power than it was in- 
tended they should exercise. As to the State 
taxes, the corporauons should contribute 
something for the privileges they enjoyed. It 
would be no bardship to impose a license upon 
their gross receipts. 

JOSEPH MEDILL. 


Joseph Medill said the people of Hlinois paid 
each year, iu round numbers, $30,000,000, in- 
cluding licenses and special assessments. This 
was taken out of their earnings, and extin- 
guisbed the profits on $500,000,000 of capital. 
The total vaiue of the property in the State he 
had seen estimated at $3,000,000,000. He 
thougiftt it too large; but, calling it that, the 
taxation annihilated the interest on one-sixth 
of the earnings of the people. Hence the im- 

rtance of the question under discussion, for 

17 of every $100 earned was taken, all classes 
being affected. It was well that the Legisla- 
ture enacted the law creating the commission, 
and he thought the Governor had been fortu- 
nate in the selection of the members. He took 
it that the purpose of their appointment 
was not to project any method whereby a 
greater number of millions might be ex- 
tracted, but rather to decrease the outflow. 
Their business, he took it, was to readjust the 
burdens on the shoulders of the people. Pri- 
vate individuals couid accomplish as much 
with $20,600,000 as wasdone with $30,000,000 
by the machinery of theiaw. There had grown 
up in liliaois, as in all other States, a pro- 
fessional class of people Vuigarly called “ tax- 
enters.“ whose livelihood depended upon tue 
amount of money they could get, out of the 
community to pass through their hands, tor 
various “muoicipal and State purposes.“ 
They could be tound in the smallest village, 
ana the larger the city the more perfect was 
the tax-extracting system and the more money 

through the fingers of the purveyors.

In bis Judgment the more 
the commission nunted for personal property 
to enable the taxeater to have blood, and the 
more the Legisiature acted upon the sugges- 
tion to levy burdens on personal proper- 
ty, the more damage would be done 
to the people of the State instead 
of helping them any. The Bet nearly 
the people of Illinois approach the British 
system for rais.ng revenue for local purposes 
the more they would prosper. He believed 
nothing could give such an impetus to the 
prosperity of the State as the doimg away with 
the taxation of chattels. Chicago would be- 
come the commercial and financial capital of 
the United States. The effect would be to in- 
crease the value of real estate, and the owners 
could pay additional taxes and not feel it. The 
system had practically falien into disuse by 
reason oc its inbherent wrongtuluess. As to the 
railroads, the value of their tangibie property 
should be ascertained and-a fait relative tax 
put upon it, and that was all they should pay. 
It was not a public advantage to tax the roads 
heavily. If taxed more than their proportion 
they would tax bask, and Illinois would be an 
expensive State to travel or to carry produce 
in. 

CLOSING TALK. 

E. J. Harkness supported the point he made 
the other day that the law which authorized 
the State Bourd to add a different percentage 
to the different classes of property within a 
county, where the presumption was that the 
relations bud been fixed by the county board 
correctly, produced inequality. If personal 
property was to be taxed all ought to fare 
alike. The commission would be doing great 
injustice to the people of the State if they 
should recommend assessment at the fair cash 
value without limiting the rate of taxation. 
The Legisiature bad power to fix it. 

Mr. Kedzie didn’t believe the Legislature 
would lower the present rate. 

A motion was made to adjourn to meet at 
Springfield Tuesday morning. This was fa- 
vored by some because it was necessary to set- 
tle several questions of law before they could 
do anytning more, and to coosuit the books in 
the library of the Supreme Court. Others 
wanted to discuss other questions, saying that 
access could be had to the law library if books 
were needed. The motion to adjourn to 
Springfield finally prevaiied. 


THE STOCK-YARDS ASSESSMENT. 

The Capital Stock Committee of the State 
Board of Equalization resumed its session at 
McCoy’s Hotel yesterday morning. Irus Coy, 
attorney for the Union Stock-Yards Company, 
who was hastily summoned t ir, made a 
statement with regard to the ‘or taxés 
paid by the company. He pointed out 
that the Union  Stock-Yards tad been 
assessed. on $600,000 of capital stock, 
which was about one-third of the assessment 
on all of the corporations in the State outside 
Their school tax in District No. 
Zofthe Town of Lake amounted to $57,000, 
and they were assessed for a most halt as 
much as the whole Town of Lake, which had 
over twenty packing houses and 50,000 peuple. 
He claimed it unjust that his company sbould 
be assessed one-half of its capital stock, when 
real-estate and other interests were rated at 
only about one-fifth. Mr. Coy will makea tull 
return to the board in the course of the week.

THE GREER COUNTY DISPUTE, 


STATE SENATOR HOUSTON CONDEMNS THE 
TEXAS LAND. BOARD. 

GALVESTON, Tex., Sept. 16.—Ever since the 
publication, about a month ago, of an editorial 
in the Galveston News charging the State Land 
Board with gross abuse and negiect of duty 
in managing the landed interest of 
Texas, the press of the entire State 
bas been engaged in a general discussion of 
the land laws and their execution. Gov. Ire- 
land and the other members of the Land Board 
have not been without able defend- 
ers. Among several anonymous contrib- 
utors on the practical application of 
the land laws was the Disinherited 
Knight,’’ whose arraignment of the Land 
Board, supported by numerous legal referen- 
ces, attracted widespread attention. The Dis- 
inberited Knignt”’’ not only sustained the 
News in all its charges against the Gov- 
ernor and Land Board in the alleged 
matter of diverting several million 
acres of school lands from their constitutional 
usage, but vigorously attacked the present 
State Administration and the Land Board, 
charging them with patenting and leasing sev- 
eral hundred thousand acres in Greer 
County, while the titie to this county 
is in dispute between the Government 
and Texas. Green Couuty is situated between 
the north and south forks of Red River, on the 
eastern border of the pan-handie, and com- 
prises 2,260 square miles of fertile grazing 
lands. It has always been claimed by the 
United States as part of: Indian Territory. 
The joint commission which originally 
fixed the Texas boundary agreed upon 
Red River as the boundary line, but it trans- 
pired several years afterward that the Com- 
missioner on the part of the Federal Govern- 
ment as ignorant of the fact that the Red 
River, near the ninety-ninth meridian, di- 
verged into two great forks, hence 
the present boundary problem is simply 
the question which fork is the Red River 
proper. In alenethy and able review of the 
Greer County land question, published today, 
*Disinherited Knight lifts his visor and 
reveals Temple Houston, Senator from 
the Pan-Handle district, a gon of 
Gen. Sam Houston, the first President 
of the Kepublic of Texas. Senator Houston 
declares that if Greer County belongs to Texus 
its lands are by law dedicated one-half to the 
school fund and the other half to the payment 
Hence he maintains 
that the patenting of 300.000 acres, loaded 
with veteran certificates, is clearly illegal; that, 
on the other hand, if Greer County is school 
lands (as the Land Board holds it to be, they 
having leased large sections), it cannot be 
opened to location with veteran certificates, 
— that either the leases or patents are worth- 
ens.

MAREETS. 


The leading produce markets were much strong- 
er yesterday. They were led by corn, which seems 
to bave been excited by a frost scare from Wiscon- 
sin, and was a cause of strength in most of the 
rest. The trading was chiefiy local, except that 
part of it which camie from our sister city a few 
miles north, and the export business was not brisk 


enough here to require much attention. 


Provisions were very strong, but not very act- 
ive. Hogs were quoted easier, but a few commis- 
sion men received buying orders for lard and pork, 
and there was practically none on saie, while the 
scalping element helped to work the mar- 
ket up when they recognised the _ situa- 
tion.

Wheat was active and irregular. Liverpool was 
called easier, and London quoted American red 6d 
per gr lower, but was 6d up on California, and our 
receipts were small.

About a month ago Edward o. Huling ned a bill 
in the Circuit Court against his partners, Henry 8. 
Farwell and Stephen Laskey, and against Simeon 
Farwell, representing that in October, 1884, he sold 


out at 4 loss his prosperous business as manu- 


facturer of men’s furnishing goods to go into part- 


nership with defendants. He put in $20,000, half 


of which was borrowed of Simeon Farwell. Young 
Farwell contributed $40,000 and Laskey contributed 
his services. The business was very successful 
and Huling says his partners conspired to 
freeze him out, and induced him to submit 
to an arbitration by which he was defrauded 
out of all his profits. He filed a bill for account 
ing, and yesterday the defendants filed their au- 
swers. They are all similar and deny that any 
fraud was practiced on Huling. They. claim that 
the partnership was entered into at Huling’s de- 
sire. That. _ the business was seriously and greatly 
mismanaged by Huling, who assumed to be generul 
manager, but he greatly overstocked the firm and 
incurréd debits beyond the ability of the firm to 
meet. itis denied that the business of the firm 
has been prosperous, or that the gross profits were 
28 percent on $114,000 of sales, or that Huling 
brought any good will with him, but it is claimed 
that the credit of the partnership was due entirely to 


1.643; [ Simeon Farwell’s backing. The latter denies that 


he agreed to advance the firm such money as they 
needed, to be repuid at their convenience, or that 
he threatened to puta receiver in if the 884. 000 


due him was not paid. It is also denied that Huling 


was coerced, hindered, misled, or deceived in any 
respect, or compelled by duress or mistake to en- 
ter into the arbitration. It was finally agreed July 
24, 1885, to dissolve the firm, and the settlement 
was at rst left to C. H. Remy and W. C. Grant, 
but Robert Hill was finally selected by all parties. 
Furthermore, it is denied that Hill was influenced 
by the defendants in his arbitration or received 
any ex statement from them. During the 
settlement Huling had access to all books and ac- 


counts, and examined them, and he assented to the . 


findings of the arbitrator. 


THE PARAFF INE PAPER PATENTS sus- 
TAINED. 


A final decree was entered yesterday in the 
patent case of the Hammerschiag Manufacturing 
Company against the J. W. Butier Paper Com- 
pany. This was a suit to restrain defendants 
from infringing the patents of Siegfried Hammer- 
schiag of Oct. 22, 1878. and July 8, 1879, for waxed 
or paramned paper. The case was argued in May 
last before Judges Gresham and Blodgett, the 
Hon. Roscoe Conkling of New York appearing as 
one of the counsel for the complainant. The de- 
cree establishes the validity of the Hammer- 
schlag patents, and finds that defendants have 
been infringing them, and orders a perpetual in- 
junction. The damages were by stipulation fixed 
at $2,000, which was paid. 


A BADLY-ABUSED HUSBAND. 


Charles Wegiehner filed a bill yesterday in the 
Superior Court against his wife Lizzie, claiming 
that he married her ig February last, supposing 
her to be a chaste woman at the time, but has since 
learned, he says, that such was not the fact. Heis 
a saloonkeeper, and charges that she has been in 
the habit of: patronizmg his wares too liberally, 
and in April last came into his piace while drunk, 
and, after throwing several beer-glasses at him, 
attacked him with a pair of shears. .A few weeks 
later she again practiced at throwing beer-giasses 
at him, and then rushed at him with an ice- pick 
and threatened to kill him. Similar attempts have 
been made since, and, finally, last Sunday 
evening she came into the saloon very 
drunk’ and struck complainant, .- tore 
his watch and chain off and threw them on the 
floor, and scratched and tore until two men. pulled 
her away. This was much more than complainant 
bargained for when he got married, and, after fur- 
ther charging that she had been in the habitwf fre- 
quenting houses of iil-fame, he asks to have the 
marriage set aside. 


AN UNPROFITABLE LUMBER-DRYING PART- 
NERSHIP. 


In November, 1882, Conway, Fritts & Co. enterei 
into partnership with James McCauley in the lum- 
ber-drying business at the corner of Loomis and 
Twenty-first streets. McCauley was to furnisb the 
necessary steam cylinders and connections and a 
biowing-fan required under the Donkersley system 
for drying lumber, and Conway, Fritts & Co. were 
to connect the steam-cylinders with their boil- 
ers to furnish power, and were to bulid 
a drying house 20x42 feet. Two dollars a thousand 
feet was to be charged for drying. and the net 
profits were to be divided between the two parties 
to the contract. The business was not profitable 
and was soon discontinued, but no settlement was 
ever had. Yesterday Conway, Fritts & Co. filed a 
bill in the Superior Court charging that McCauley 
still owes them a considerable amount and asking 
for an accounting and dissolution of partnership. 
A QUARREL OVER A FOUR-FOOT STRIP OF 

LAND. 


In August, 1866, Susan M. Harris bought of Will- 
iam Jones Lots 2 and 3, Block 3, of William Jones’ 
Addition, and in July, 1867. bought of William 
Jones Lots 4 and 5 in the same block On the four 
lots she erected four brick houses, numbered 668, 
670, 672, and 674 Michigan avenue. The intention 
was that each house should stand on a single lot, but 
by mistake No. 668. which was to stand on Lot 2, 
overran 4 feet on Lot 3, No. 670 overran 28 inches 
on Lot 4, and No. 672 slightly overran on Lot 5. In 
1876 Lot 8 was mortgaged to the Nartford Fire- 
Insurance Company for $10,000 and subsequently 
sold under foreclosure to George F. Bissell. In 
1871 Mrs. Harris conveyed Lot 2 and the house on 
it, No. 668, in trust for Kate Louise Spaids et al., 
and in 1876, learning that the house overran 4 fect 
on Lot 3, also conveyed that (feet for complain- 
ant’s benefit. The south 21 feet of Lot 8 has since 
been sold by Bissell, as agent of the insurance 
company, for $14,500, thus yielding cnough to more 
than pay the trust deed previously given on it. 
Mrs. Spaids et al. now assert that they are entitied 
to the remaining 4 feet of the lot on which their 
house stands, but the company refuses to reconvey 
it, and they, therefore, ask for a decree compelling 
the transfer.

It would have 
come up before this but for the relationship 
owing to emigration from the East to the 
West, and now that is dying out. 
The great majority of the Western people, so- 
called, were born in the East, and so long re- 
tained their affection for their native States 
and bave legislated in Congress almost ex- 
clusively from an Eastern standpoint.

“What aids to keep up this feeling of dis- 
content is transportation rates and the tariff 
laws. I shali not say that the idea of pro- 
tecting our manufacturers is entirely wrong, 
but when a tariff was first thought of by our 


forefathers they only took into consideration . 


the requirements of the Coast States. It has 
been enlarged since, but it is chiefly adapted 
to the needs of the Eastern States. It is un- 
equal and therefore is not fair to all parts of 
the country. 

Iwill do a problem in the tariff for you to 


more clearly explain my meaning: Say, for 


instance, I am an importer doing business in 
New York. I import cioth worth $1 a Fard; 
the duty is 50 per cent. That makes $1.50. I 
charge 10 per cent as my profit. The interest 
is figured on the duty too. Now it goes to the 
Wholesale man, who charges 10 per cent profit, 
and thence to the jobber, who adds 25 per cent, 
and then it is scattered around among the 
small storekeepers of the West, whosometimes, 
I believe, charge as high as 50 or 60 per cent 
profit. You see the point I make. The 50 
cents duty in the first instance soon mounts up 
to a dollar, and the heaviest tax comes out of 


the small consumer, who can ill afford to pay 


it. It seems to me, if these manufacturers 
must be protected, that the idea of the Goy- 
ernment giving them a bounty for every arti- 
cle produced—the amount to vary with the 
coat of production—would be one solution of 
the question and would cheapen the prices of 
many articles in the Western States. The 
bounty plan would ee matters wonder- 


fully.” 
ANOTHER REFORM APPOINTMENT. 


A MAN WHO HAS SERVED: TEREKS IN THE 
NEW YORK AND MINNESOTA PENITEN- 
TIARIES. 

St. Paul (Minn.) Pioneer-Press: Theodore 
Tyrer, who has received an appointment in the 
Treasury Department at Washington, bas a 
history which is quite well known to the citi- 
zens of Albert Lea. And as his appointment 
is doubtiess charged to Minnesota this history 
may be of interest to politicians generally. 
Little is known of him up to the time he 
emerged from the late War, bearing his flasb- 
ing nonors and a Lieutenant-Colonel’s commis- 
sion thick upon bim. He entered into busi- 
ness in Buffalo, N. Y., as one of the principals 
in the firm of Root & Tyrer, manufacturers 
of proprietary medicines. Tyrer was 
the active spirit in the concern. 
He was manager, general factotu m, 
and, in fact, the active man, and it was while 
engaged in business in that city that he forged 
a lot ot commercial paper, which matured dur- 
ing his absence. The train on which he was 
hastening to Buffalo was delayed by a snow- 
storm, the paper was protested, and the forgery 
discovered. On his return he was arrested, in- 
dicted, and, upon being arraigned, pleaded 
guilty and was sentenced to five years’ impris- 
onment in Auburn Penitentiary. He served 
three years of his sentence and was pardoned 
in 1875 by Gov. Tilden. The jig was up in New 
York State, and he came to Minnesota, where 
he secured employment in the office of his 
cousin, A. M. Tyrer, of the firm of Stacy & 
Tyrer, at Aibert Lea. It was not long before 
he had tull charge of the land and loaning 
business of this firm, which was dissolved in 
1878, Theodore Tyrer continuing business with 
his cousin. In 1880 A. M. Tyrer died and The- 
odore Tyrer continued business, actmg as 
agent of the Corbin Banking Company of New 
York and the Farmers’ & Mechanics’ Savings- 
Bank of Minneapolis. 

In October, 1881, he suddénly decamped, and 
it was immediately discovered that he had 
forged a lot of paper which involved the above- 
named corporations, H. J. Hodson of St. Paul, 
and numerous others of Freeborn County. He 
made a break for the Far West, but was over- 
hauled at Forest City, Ia., by the Sheriff of 
Winnebago County, and brought back to Albert 
Lea on aspecial train amid the greutest excite- 
ment. He was jailed, indicted on ten distinct 
charges of torgery, pleaded guilty to two of 
them, and was sent to Stillwater for four years, 
and was released only last May by reason of 
commutation of time for good behavior. While 
in Stillwater he actually wrote and caused to 
be published in the Century Magazine an article 
entitled The National Scnool of Dishonesty.“ 
in which be essayed to prove that the general 
dishonesty of the merehauts of the country 
was a direct incentiveto crime. Senator Sabin 
has been mentioned as one of the possible in- 
dorsers of Tyrer for the appointment which it 
is said be bas received, but this rumor lacks 
confirmation. It is doubtless based on the fact 
that Tyrer was possibly employed while at Still- 
water in some capacity m Senator Sabin’s 
works.
